THERAPY GARDENS 


Much has been heard of gardens 
for the blind and for persons handi- 
capped in other ways. Such enjoy- 
ment as they may have of nature’s 
beauty is their due, and we should 
help in any way we can to open 
vistas that have been closed to them 
before. 

But in this era of social security 
and old age pensions there is a 
far larger group which might well 
be given special study and considera- 
tion by those who plan gardens and 
those who sell the material to create 
them. Many pensioners find retire- 
ment boring because they have no 
hobby to occupy their newly found 
leisure. Some of them, because of 
the infirmities of old age, are more 
or less restricted to their home 
grounds. Therefore, what is more 
important than that they be given 
the means not only to gratify their 
sense of beauty but also to occupy 
their time to the moderate extent 
of which they are capable. 

The suggestion may be more im- 
portant to nurserymen and garden 
designers in Florida, California and 
other states having a mild climate, 
though there are many pensioners 
who remain at home in colder states 
in the surroundings in which they 
have spent their earlier lives. The 
increasing number of such persons 
warrants the attention of the indus- 
try, for their benefit and for the fur- 
ther extension of the interest in 
gardening. 

A good many of these old-timers 
already are ardent garden fans and 
use their leisure to keep up with the 
latest in plants and in methods of 
culture. The latter factors are more 
important, of course, if they have 
value in labor or time saving. Many 
more such fans could be made out 
of the old-timers if their gardens 
were designed with their needs in 
view. 

Oldsters who have creaking backs 
or knees scarcely can go in for an-

nuals or seedlings of other plants, 
requiring much stooping and bend- 
ing. More in the way of flowering 
shrubs, perhaps dwarf fruit trees and 
certainly perennials which require a 
minimum of annual maintenance 
suggest themselves first of all for 
the pensioners’ gardens. Further 
thought to this subject given by our 
garden designers and plantsmen will 
yield other possibilities that will 
make the hobby of gardening an 
easier one for those whose infirmities 
are slowly overtaking them. 





YOUR STATIONERY 


Many nurserymen, particularly of 
the landscape type, desire their busi- 
nesses to be identified by stationery 
of special design. This is as it should 
be, particularly in regard to the 
lettering or illustrations which ap- 
pear upon the letterheads, billheads, 
statements, order forms, etc. But just 
a word may be given as to size. 

There are standard sizes of enve- 
lopes and of the various forms of 
stationery which a_ businessman 
needs. In departing from those stand- 
ard sizes, one should give special 
study to the matter. Customers do 
not complain, but probably they 
emit many little cuss words under 
their breath, when they are supplied 
with a return envelope which is just 
a little too small for the check or the 
portion of the statement which is to 
be returned. There are variations of 
such incompatibility, and while it 
seems a small matter, it is one which 
occasions enough comment and criti- 
cism on the part of customers to 
warrant careful consideration. 

Remember that appearance is of 
far more importance than size, and 
it is better to stick to the standard 
dimensions in stationery than to 
evoke the reactions which awkward- 
ly odd sizes often occasion. 


SELF-SERVICE 


A look at the successful variety 
store chains and their methods of op- 
eration might prove of interest to 
garden center operators in the nurs- 
ery industry. A major trend in the 
industry is toward the self-service 
type of store. The number of such 
stores grew from 869 in 1955 to 
1,349 in 1956. Virtually all of the 
new outlets being opened by the 
chains this year are of this kind. 

Self-service has proved a mixed 
blessing for the variety chains. Cus- 
tomers seem to prefer it, and, to 
some extent, it lowers costs, although 
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nearly as many clerks are needed to 
help customers find what they want 
and to rebuild counter stocks. On 
the other hand, store volume falls 
off. A Harvard Business School study 
last year showed that the nation. 
wide chains operated 24.1 per cent 
of their stores on the self-service 
principle, but derived only 15.7 per 
cent of their volume from these out- 
lets. Markdowns and stock shortages, 
meanwhile, jumped from 1.69 per 
cent of sales to 2.03 per cent. 

Perhaps the most important trend 
of variety chain stores is their swing 
to shopping centers. Virtually all of 
the new outlets being established are 
located in shopping centers. The old, 
unprofitable, downtown stores are 
being closed, and new stores in shop. 
ping centers are being built. 





FOR SUBSCRIBERS ONLY 


Every reader of the American 
Nurseryman knows that this maga- 
zine is published for the trade only 
and that subscriptions are accepted 
only from persons connected with 
this field. Many subscription applica- 
tions are returned by the publisher, 
and a considerable sum of money is 
sent back when no trade connection 
is established. Advertisers and sub- 
scribers both benefit from this proce- 
dure and express their approval of it. 

To be entirely effective, this limi- 
tation of circulation should have 
the cooperation of subscribers. Not 
only should copies of the magazine 
be confied to the nurseryman’s office 
or home and not left lying about the 
salesroom or anywhere else where 
the public has access, but subscrib- 
ers should refrain from lending or 
giving new or old copies of the maga- 
zine to persons outside the trade. 
This is done sometimes as a favor 
to a customer or to someone who has 
expressed an interest in a trade topic 
or discussion. But the loaned copy 
of the magazine sometimes passes on 
to other hands. 

The results are seldom considered 
when a subscriber grants the favor 
of a copy of the magazine, but it is 
as much to his benefit as to others 
in the trade that copies be kept from 
public circulation.

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Talks and Reports at Ohio Convention 


Nearly 300 nurserymen and guests 
were present for the convention of 
the Ohio Nurserymen’s Association, 
January 22 to 24, at the Neil House 
hotel, Columbus. The program var- 
ied from excellent addresses and en- 
tertainment to the usual business and 
committee meetings. 

The officers for 1958 were elected 
at the final. session and are as fol- 
lows: President, Zophar P. Warner, 
Warner Nursery, Willoughby, and 
vice-president, Louis M. Beno, Beno’s 
Nursery, Youngstown. New mem- 
bers of the executive committee are 
David R. Dugan, Dugan Nurseries, 
Perry; William Burton, Burton’s 
Hilltop Nurseries, Casstown; Ernest 
B. Miller, Stonewall Gardens Nurs- 
ery, Kent, and James Scarff, Scarff’s 
Nursery, Inc., New Carlisle. Carry- 
over members are Harry Babbert, 
Boulevard Gardens, Columbus; Dav- 
id Metzger, Terrace Gardens, Inc., 
Youngstown, and Harold Barnes, 
Barnes Roses, Inc., Huron. 

Washington Report 

President David R. Metzger called 
the Thursday morning session to or- 
der and asked Frank Turner, pro- 
gram chairman, to introduce the 
speaker Ellis Meredith, administra- 
tive assistant, American Association 
of Nurserymen, Washington, D. C. 
Mr. Meredith commented on sever- 
al subjects, including taxes. Although 
nurserymen are exempt from the 
general interstate commerce com- 
mission regulations, because of the 
farmer classification, they are re- 
quired to meet its safety regulations. 
Mr. Meredith suggested they obtain 
acopy of “Drivers Handbook” from 
the Private Truck Council, Shera- 
ton building, Washington, D. C. 

Also mentioned by Mr. Meredith 
was the possibility of an addition of 
four A. A. N. directors to represent 
four phases of the business —— gar- 
den store, landscape, mail order and 
agency, and wholesale. This would 
give every member not only a re- 
gional representative but a profes- 
sional one also. 

The American Association of 
Nurserymen has allocated money for 
research in the fields of dwarfing 
stock, container growing and storage 
of nursery stock. Regional manage- 
ment conferences have also been 
suggested to present week-long pro- 
grams of management and business 
administration. A contest to obtain 
new members is in the planning

stage. As to the huge highway pro- 
gram now beginning, Mr. Meredith 
said that the states are generally 
the ones to decide how the money 
will be allocated. He said that Cali- 
fornia has already received an allo- 
cation of $3,000,000 for landscaping. 

As the parcel post service must 
pay its own way and as pay rises 
for employees are likely, it is ex- 
pected that the rates will go up. The 
postmaster general will notify the 
American Association of Nursery- 
men by October 1 so it can notify 
the nurserymen of the rate changes. 

The new highways are big busi- 
ness and are going to take 2,000,000 
acres from farms and maybe nurs- 
eries. Mr. Meredith asked nursery- 
men who have been involved in suits 
for land taken by highways to notify 
the American Association of Nurs- 
erymen, as little information has 
been compiled on this problem. Mr. 
Meredith closed his talk by inviting 
everyone to the A. A. N. national 
convention at Dallas, Tex., July 19 
to 24. 

Climate Significance 

The second speaker of Thursday 
morning’s session was Dr. John L. 
Lounsbury, chairman, earth sciences 
department, Antioch College, Yellow 
Springs, O., who spoke on “The Cli- 
mate of Ohio, Its Effect on Our 
Vegetation.” Dr. Lounsbury stated 
that Ohio is a fortunate area, having 
many minerals; it is one of the lead- 
ing states in the production of coal, 


producing more than some foreign 
nations. He said that not many 
places in the world have a better 
climate than does Ohio. One third 
of the world is too dry for agricul- 
ture unless irrigation is used, and 
60 per cent of Russia is too cold for 
the growing of agricultural plants. 
In Ohio the level land is_ well 
watered with an average of 37 inches 
per year, and the growing season is 
long. 

Dr. Lounsbury said that one of the 
things that affects the behavior of 
growing plants is temperature, 
which also affects the distribution 
of plant life. The majority of plants 
grow best between 32 and 60 degrees 
Fahrenheit. The length of the grow- 
ing season in Ohio varies from 190 
days at Cincinnati, to over 200 days 
along Lake Erie, and to 130 to 136 
days in eastern Ohio at higher eleva- 
tions in the mountains. While not 
all years have this number of grow- 
ing days, Ohio has 80 per cent or 
more of the number every year. 

To enjoy higher temperatures, one 
should locate near water, even a 
small area, or on hills, where the 
weather will be warmer because of 
the settling of cooler air in the val- 
leys at night. 

Water Aspects 


As plant varieties are adjusted to 
the temperature, rain is the biggest 
concern in agriculture. In Ohio 
there is a great range in the rain-

Ohio Short Course 


Plants and Management, 


Landseape Day Topics 


The second day of the Ohio short 
course, held January 20 to 22 at the 
Neil House, Columbus, was devoted 
to talks concerning landscaping. 

The morning session opened with 
a talk by Prof. Kenneth W. Reisch, 
department of horticulture and for- 
estry, Ohio State University, Colum- 
bus, on “Vines and Espalier Plants.” 
This address will be reported in a 
later issue of the American Nursery- 
man. 

The second speaker of the morn- 
ing was Owen B. Schmidt, F. D. 
Moore, Inc., Penn Valley, Narberth, 
Pa., who discussed “Some New or 
Little-used Woody Ornamental 
Plants.” Mr. Schmidt opened his 
talk by stating that there is a wide 
field of excellent common plants, the 
beauty of which has been overlooked 
by landscape gardeners. He feels that 
Philadelphia can support a wider 
range of plant material than any 
other state in the nation, as it is on 
the boundary of both southern and 
northern plant zones. 

Using color slides to illustrate his 
comments, Mr. Schmidt said that 
Aesculus parviflora, the dwarf horse 
chestnut, should be used more often 
in home landscapes. Chionanthus 
virginicus, the white fringe tree, is 
a useful and decorative plant, often 
reaching 20 feet in height and 15 
feet in width. Cherry laurel is an 
excellent broad-leaved evergreen. He 
finds Mahonia bealei more winter- 


hardy than M. aquifolium in the 
Philadelphia area and stated that 
crape myrtle is useful in this area 
also. 

He recommended giving plants of 
questionable hardiness a northern 
exposure, so that they can harden 
earlier and be prepared for winter. 
Cotoneaster henryvana, which grows 
to eight feet, has a bronzy leaf colon 
in winter, and the fruit is held well 
through the winter. Seed pods of the 
tree form of clethra are good in 
winter arrangements. 

Favorite Plant 


Mr. Schmidt called Cotoneaster 
apiculata his favorite plant. Cyrilla 
racemiflora, which is native in the 
south, has attractive white flowers, 
a good seed pod and beautiful red 
fall color that is assumed gradually 
and is long lasting. Amelanchier 
stolonifera has good flowers in the 
spring, a yellow fall color and edible 
fruit. Ilex verticillata is a colorful 
plant for the garden, holding its 
berries all winter. Male and female 
plants must be used to assure fruit- 
ing. Syringa japonica, the tree lilac, 
has flowers with a heavy, sweet odor, 
hanging in large clusters. Thé tree 
reaches a height of 25 to 30 feet. He 
recommended this cherrylike tree as 
one that gives an accent on height. 
Zenobia pulverulenta has leathery 
leaves with a light green cast, and 
the flowers resemble little bells. 
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Mr. Schmidt said that he did no 
know of a more satisfactory azale, 
than A. poukhanensis. Periplog 
graeca is an unusual vine, fast-groy. 
ing and needing a trellis or feng 
Styrax japonica, which usually grow 
horizontally, can be trained to groy 
upright. Cornus kousa, Chinese Koy. 
sa dogwood, has fruit different frop 
that of other dogwoods, good {yj 
color and a attractive mottled bar 
(no other plant gives more for th 
money ); Cornus plena is a desirabk 
plant for a dogwood collection. Sas. 
safras has excellent leaf color in th 
fall.

Taxus Survey 
Prof. L. C. Chadwick, of the de- 


partment of horticulture and _for- 
estry, Ohio State University, was the 
final speaker of the morning. H 
opened his talk on “The Best of the 
Taxus” by stating that he had been 
working on the taxus selection prob- 
lem for several years and the prob- 
lem is not yet solved. He gave a 
short history of the collection being 
observed by stating that it was start- 
ed in 1942 at the Ohio agricultural 
experiment station and that many 
of the plants were donated by mem- 
bers of the Ohio Nurserymen’s As- 
sociation and by nurserymen outside 
Ohio. 

The plants were planted in good 
soil with a sawdust mulch, and, for- 
tunately, no adverse effects from 
the mulch were observable. The 
plants are growing in sod, and the 
area has not been cultivated. The 
plants have been pruned _lighth 
twice and more heavily once. No 
fertilizer has been applied. These 
cultural practices have resulted in 
plants that have grown satisfactorily 
and have a good color. 

Professor Chadwick stated that 
the plants in the list presented ar 
listed according to the new interna-

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Ohio Short Course 


Production, Prices, 
Merchandising, 
Themes at 
Nurserymen’s Day

The third day of the 29th annual 
Ohio short course for arborists, land- 
scape gardeners and nurserymen, 
held at Columbus, O., January 20 
to 22, was designated nurserymen’s 
day and was sponsored jointly by 
the department of horticulture and 
forestry of the Ohio State Univer- 
sity and the Ohio Nurserymen’s As- 
sociation. 

The general theme was “Costs of 
Production, Pricing and Merchan- 
dising Nursery Stock.” The program 
began with a report by Jack B. Hill, 
of the D. Hill Nursery Co., Dundee, 
Ill., concerning the factors involved 
in the cost of production of nursery 
stock. 

Mr. Hill stated that the primary 
function of any business operation 
is the generation of profit. In order 
to realize a profit, a nursery should 
employ an efficient cost system to

determine the costs of production 
of nursery stock. 

Adequate records are important 
in an efficient cost system. Records 
are used to predict performance in 
the future. Mr. Hill emphasized, 
however, that too many records may 
be taken, at the expense of other 
work. Conversely, too few records 
are not of much use in figuring costs 
of production. 


Cost Knowledge Important 


Adequate knowledge of costs is 
important as the basis on which 
profit is predicted. The factors of 
producing nursery stock are similar 
to the same factors in other indus- 
tries, though the cycle of turnover 
is greater with nurseries, and, there- 
fore, the costs are figured over a 
longer period. 

Enumerating the causes of busi-

failures since 1930, Mr. Hill 
stated that the primary cause was a 
lack of knowledge of the product 
cost. Nurserymen are guilty of this 
lack, also. Another cause is the lack 
of product control. Time should be 
taken to lay out an orderly schedule 
of production with definite details. 
It is then management’s job to see 
that this schedule is followed and 
to correct unforseen problems. 

Mr. Hill presented a history of the 
cost system employed at the D. 
Hill Nursery Co. In 1927, four men 
were called in to set up a working 
cost system. The men gave up in 
rapid succession, finding no good 
labor counting principles which 
would apply to the many phases of a 
nursery.

Planned Labor System 


In 1950, the planned labor sys- 
tem, used by the Seebrook Vegetable 
Farms, in New Jersey, was set up 
for the D. Hill Nursery Co. This sys- 
tem employs a cost-accounting man 
whose responsibilities are to accum- 
ulate standard costs based on time 
schedules of the various nursery op- 
erations. These costs are then used 
as a yardstick for future reference 
and to produce a report of the an- 
nual costs. The accountant should 
accumulate all materials for cost- 
price projection and finally work 
out an inventory or production con- 
trol so that it may be determined 
how long it will take to grow a plant 
to a definite size. This cost system is 
keyed to direct and indirect labor. 

After a luncheon of the Ohio State 
Floriculture Alumni _ Association, 
nurserymen’s day continued with a 
discussion of the production of lin- 
ing-out size nursery stock and spe-

Topics at Arborists’ Day 


By Bryson L. James 


The 29th annual Ohio short course 
for arborists, landscape gardeners 
and nurserymen, held January 20 
to 22 at the Neil House, Columbus, 
O., with more than 350 persons in 
attendance, scheduled Monday, Jan- 
uary 20, as arborists’ day. The pro- 
gram was sponsored jointly by the 
department of horticulture and for- 
estry, Ohio State University, and 
the Ohio chapter of the National 
Shade Tree Conference. 

At a luncheon and business meet- 
ing, E. E. Irish, Charles F. Irish Co., 
Cleveland, O., was elected the new 
president of the Ohio chapter of the 
National Shade Tree Conferené. 
Other officers were W. P. Lamp- 
hear III, Forest City Tree Protec- 
tion Co., South Euclid, O., vice- 
president, and L. C. Chadwick, re- 
elected secretary-treasurer. E. E. 
Irish; W. P. Lamphear, and Bernard 
E. Swisher, Columbus & Southern 
Ohio Electric Co., Columbus, were 
elected to the board of governors. 

Dr. L. C. Chadwick, Ohio State 
University, gave a brief welcoming 
address and then introduced Karl 
Kuemmerling, Karl Kuemmerling, 
Inc., Canton, O. In his talk on the 
care of arborists’ tools and equip- 
ment, Mr. Kuemmerling asserted 
that the hand saw is the tree trim- 
mer’s most useful tool. Arborists use 
hand saws of two basic types — the 
push type and the pull type. Re- 
gardless of the type used, saws are 
usually not kept in good condition, 
and a dull, dirty saw not only is an 
invitation for an accident, but also 
slows and tires the user. 


Displays New Saw Handle 


For efficiency of operation as well 
as for accident prevention, the saw 
handle is important. Mr. Kuemmer- 
ling displayed a handle that he re- 
cently designed and pointed out its 
important features. These were a 
small grip and a larger hole that 
permit ease of handling by an opera- 
tor wearing gloves, a slanted base 
that eliminates the handle’s hitting 
the branch that is being sawed and a 
thumb groove on the handle base 
to help the operator keep the saw 


from turning in his hand when he is 
making an undercut. 

The scabbard is a safety device 
that no climber should be without. 
It may be made of sole leather, sad- 
dle leather or even belting. The dis- 
advantage of sole leather is that it 
is stiff and contains no oil; conse- 
quently, rain will penetrate it and 
rust the saw. 

The proper selection, use and 
maintenance of rope are important. 
Many ropes are good, but Mr. 
Kuemmerling’s personal preference 
is a 4-strand medium lay rope. He 
feels that a 4-strand rope will give 
longer service, since it is more near- 
ly round and slips through the crotch 
easier. Medium lay rope is easy to 
work with. Workers prefer it for the 
same reasons they prefer an old rope 
— it is more pliable, it is easy to 
throw and it knots easily. 

Safety saddles that snap into a 
ring present a safety hazard, because 
the snap may not always catch prop- 
erly. If the climber ties in each time, 
he is safer. Rather than buy climb- 
ers for each member of a crew, the 
speaker suggested that arborists buy 
a pair of adjustable climbers. Those 
made of aluminum are lighter than

Danger Flags 


To operate without danger flags js 
foolish, Mr. Kuemmerling asserted 
These should be made of a light ma. 
terial so that the men can cary 
them from one place to another » 
they progress up a street. Low metal 
signs are undesirable because they 
are not high enough to be seen read. 
ily and the paint on them is easily 
chipped. The cone-shaped rubber 
signs have no handles and are diff. 
cult to carry from one place to 
another. Mr. Kuemmerling rec. 
ommends the use of a high standard 
on which is placed a flag. The sign 
will lie flat in the truck, and when it 
becomes dirty it can be thrown away 
and replaced cheaply. 

The chain saw has become an im- 
portant piece of equipment for the 
arborists. In buying a chain saw, the 
speaker stated, the arborist should 
consider ease of maintenance first. 
Most troubles with chain saws arise 
because workers do not keep them 
clean. It is simple to clean them 
with an air hose regularly. When the 
chain is filed on the job, the teeth 
are often not filed to the same length, 
and the saw does not cut properly. 
Machine filing seems to harden teeth 
and is therefore advisable. 


Trucks are an important part of 
the arborist’s equipment, but the 
cabs of most trucks on the market 
are inadequate. In Mr. Kuemmer- 
ling’s opinion it is best to buy a 
truck without a cab or bed, then 
build a cab that will accommodate 
the entire crew not only with warm 
riding space, but also with a place 
for hanging tools. The bed should be 
built so that it can be tipped to 
empty chips, brush, etc. 


Shade Tree Commission 


The next speaker was Jack Ke- 
nealy, who is a member of the lower 
Merion township shade tree com- 
mission, Ardmore. He discussed 
“The Purpose of a Shade Tree Com- 
mission and Its Operation.” The 
commission of which Mr. Kenealy is 
a member has jurisdiction over 24 
square miles and has funds of ap- 
proximately $60,400 for the care of 
trees. 

Composed of residents of the 
township appointed by the township 
commissioners, it has exclusive cus- 
tody and control of the shade trees 
in the township and is authorized to

Shade Tree Selection and Placement 


The selection and placement of 
shade trees for family living and en- 
joyment are probably the most con- 
sequential items in planning the 
home landscape. The decisions are 
important to the homeowner for 
several reasons: (1) Trees provide 
proper shade for the comfort of out- 
door living; (2) trees are usually 
the most expensive plants; (3) trees 
take many years to mature into an 
effective size; (4) trees act as screens 
in some areas to reduce traffic noises; 
(5) trees can frame the home if they 
are well placed; (6) trees control 
house temperature by shading bed-

The selection of the tree is gov- 
erned by the position in which it is 
to be placed, the type of house and 
the size of the property. Other things 
that influence the choice and place- 
ment of trees are the location of 
cesspools and pipelines; the habit of 
the tree, determining whether one 
may sit or walk beneath it if he 
wishes; the need of growing other

tance to remove a tree once it be- 
comes a part of family living. And 
few homeowners are willing to start 
over again after getting a tree to 
20 or 30 feet, even though it may not 
be a perfect specimen. 

An improper tree selection can re- 
sult in too much shade; the tree may 
be of the wrong form and too neat 
the house, making yearly pruning 
necessary; it may even dwarf the 
house, or it may be so near the prop- 
erty line that it consumes a good 
share of a neighbor’s property. 

Trees are also planted to be looked 
at, to be looked through as they 
frame other plantings and even to be 
looked up into, when branches are 
as interesting as we should like them 
to be. 

Never underestimate the value of 
existing shade trees, even though

they may not be ideally located. Ad- 
ditional plantings well placed can 
make the not only much at 
home in their surroundings, but also 
useful.

Oc- 
casionally an existing tree of a less 
desirable variety provides shade fo 
a suitable outdoor living area on 
the grounds of a new home. To sug- 
gest the removal of such a tree may 
not always be the wisest thing to do.

Planning for Shade 


Let us go back to one of the most 
vital reasons for planting a shade 
tree, namely, to provide comforting 
shade for outdoor living. A terrace 
of flagstone, brick, log rounds o1 
good turf may be the place in ques- 
tion. When the terrace is attached 
to the back part of the house the 
planter is often faced with the prob- 
lem of selecting a tree that will be 
as close as 15 feet to the house, in 
order to obtain shade during a cer- 
tain part of the day. The critical 
time of day is usually from mid- 
afternoon to early evening, when the 
living area is most frequently used. 
If the terrace will be occupied most-

These projects included 
the printing of uniform price tags 
on weatherproof cardboard that can 
be lettered by hand, thus serving to 
satisfy many of the customers’ ques- 
tions, and the posting of prices on 
each item to encourage customer 
self-service. Instructive material on 
planting and maintenance is always 
available in large racks and is di- 
rected to specific items, rather than 
to the whole field. 

After the opening session, Harold

development program, Mr. Parn- 
ham declared that, for the first time 
in the history of federal legislature, 
business and labor have joined hands 
to promote billboard advertising on 
the superhighway system.

Lansing, declared that bluegrass js 
still the basic grass for the middle 
west and that the miracle grasses of 
the southern areas have not as yet 
proved satisfactory here. 

In an afternoon session, Dr. John 
Mahlstede and Dr. C. H. Sherwood, 
both of Iowa State College, Ames, 
discussed plastic houses, gibberellic 
acid and weed control. It was 
brought out that plastic houses are 
a good temporary measure only, 
Gibberellic acid should be used with 
caution, it was said; the possibility 
of using it to break dormancy, as 
is being tried on fruit in some of the 
southern areas, may be worth while. 
Weed control experiments are be- 
coming increasingly satisfactory, and 
it looks as though several products 
now on the market are well adapted 
to nursery use. 

Dr. R. H. Cummings, chief ento- 
mologist of the California Spray 
Chemical Corp., Richmond, Calif, 
spoke on “Insect Control in Every- 
day Language.” 

A highlight of the annual banquet 
was a talk, “Sputniks and What We 
Can Expect in the Future,” by Dr. 
Percy Carr, physicist, Iowa State 
College. The “Kernels,” a barber- 
shop quartet from Omaha, Neb., en- 
tertained.

SPLIT NURSERY DECISION 


Robert H. Gieringer, whose nurs- 
ery at Milwaukee, Wis., was split 
into two parts by construction of an 
elevated highway in 1956, received 
damages of $34,200 in a recent coun- 
ty court decision. He had appealed 
an award of $29,018.33 offered him 
by the county board’s highway com- 
mittee and asked for damages of 
$75,460, according to an article in 
a Milwaukee newspaper. 

In his decision, county judge Ru- 
dolph J. Mudroch termed the con- 
demnation action novel, because the 
elevated highway separated the nurs 
ery into two parts “without any 
access from one to the other except 
by the devious routes of public high- 
ways.” He pointed out that Mr. 
Gieringer had been put to consider- 
able expense in purchasing addition- 
al land and reconstructing facilities. 
The highway absorbed 1.64 acres 
of the nursery.

14 in conjunction with the short 
course in arboriculture conducted by 
the New York state college of agri- 
culture at the university.

The meetings included a tour of 
research activities. Dr. J. George 
Matthysse, entomologist, showed 
test procedures for evaluating new 
insecticides and reviewed data from 
field experiments on pest contro! with 
modern insecticides and equipment. 

Case histories of a variety of tree 
troubles were shown by Dr. Welch, 
plant pathologist, so that arborists 
could gain firsthand experience in 
selected problems. The importance of 
taking into account the past history 
of the location, environment, fertil- 
ier and spray practices involved 
was emphasized by Dr. Welch as 
necessary when submitting samples 
for diagnosis. Unnecessary cutting

bulldozers, lawn mowers, cars and 
pruning tools was stressed as a means 
of entry of disease and pests into 
otherwise sound trees. 


New Equipment Shown 


Equipment for digging trees was 
shown by John Ewanicki, arborist, 
Ithaca. A pneumatic spade reduced 
the time required to dig a tree for 
transplanting. A low trailer made it 
possible to load and transport three 
trees of up to 15 to 25 feet in height 
in one trip. 

Robert Lewis, arborist, East Syra- 
cuse, demonstrated a stump disposal 
machine which shreds the wood of 
the stump as it moves across it. The 
stump is shredded to a point below 
ground level; the remainder is cov- 
ered with top soil to an adequate 
depth to bury newly dead wood be- 
low the reach of elm bark beetles, 
carriers of Dutch elm disease, which 
use such newly dead wood as a breed- 
ing ground. 

The program of the arborists’ 
meeting included discussions on com- 
munity programs in Dutch elm dis- 
ease control. Spraying and removal 
of newly dead wood are important 
phases of the program for control 
of Dutch elm disease. The extent of 
disease and the neglected condition 
of elms in many communities make 
contract work an effective way to ac- 
complish the hazardous and special- 
ized job of taking down large weak- 
ened trees under -city conditions.

Speakers on the subject included 
Frank wary _Buffalo city park 
department; P. N. Hanson, arborist, 
Hicksville; Robert Lewis, and Wil 
bur Wright, head, bureau of parks, 
Rochester. 

The development of modern ma- 
chinery for pruning and handling 
trees was traced in pictures and dia- 


grams by Hyland R. Johns, As- 
plundh Tree Expert Co., Jenkin- 
town, Pa. The change from hand 


or pole saws to powered chain saws 
has speeded the pruning of healthy 
trees and the removal of diseased 
trees as well as line clearance and 
brush control. 

Development of mechanized ex- 
tension ladders and of hydraulic 
booms that carry men 30 to 60 feet 
or more aloft has reduced costs of 
pruning and, combined with power 
saws and cranes, has made the re- 
moval of large trees a mechanized 
procedure. 


Shredder Development 


The development of shredders for 
disposing of tree trimmings was 
shown, from the first models on fixed 
mounts to mobile trailer units, from 
which shredded wood goes into spe- 
cially developed covered trucks with 
conveyor belt flooring for rapid un- 
loading. Brush disposal operations 
have developed over the past 20 
years to their present efficiency. 

The arborists then heard papers on

Indiana Arborists Hear

In the opening sessions of the 
meeting, 148 nurserymen and guests 
heard Dr. A. M. S. Pridham, Cor. 
nell University, Ithaca, N. Y., re. 
port on the growing interest in the 
annual Cornell short course. The 
attendance at the 1957 meeting in 
early December was the highest to 
date. Members filled out cards indi- 
cating the topics they would like to 
have included in the 1958 course. 

Dr. John Seeley, of Cornell Uni- 
versity, spoke on the work being 
done at the university and remind- 
ed the nurserymen of the publica- 
tion, “Cornell Recommends,” which 
is issued every other year.

lenged by the press, and, there being 
no available figures, the division of 
plant industry immediately began 
compiling the necessary data. It is 
now estimated that a total of $250,- 
000,000 was spent on nursery stock 
in the state in 1957. 

Dr. Harold Passer, staff economist, 
Eastman Kodak Co., Rochester, 
N. Y., in his survey of “The Busi- 
ness Outlook for 1958,” stated that 
the nation is now in a slight reces- 
sion period caused by cutbacks in 
industry and liquidation of inven- 
tories during the latter half of 1957. 
Since defense spending is about to 
rise again and since credit restric- 
tions have been eased, the economy 
will probably level off during the 
first half of 1958, Dr. Passer said, 
and consumer spending will increase. 

After Curtis Porterfield, secretary 
of the American Association of 
Nurserymen, gave his report on 
A. A. N. activities, a group discus- 
sion was held on the subject “How 
Can Your Association Help You?” 
The value to nurserymen of the in- 
formational material available to 
A. A. N. members was brought out, 
as well as the advantages of meet- 
ing competitors and suppliers and 
discussing problems with them at 
association meetings. 





NORTH JERSEY SPEAKER 


At the regular meeting of the 
North Jersey Metropolitan Nursery- 
men’s Association held at the Pea- 
cock House on January 16, the guest 
speaker was Fred Menchee, an ad- 
vertising executive. He stressed the 
fact that by 1980 there will be a tre- 
mendous expansion of the selling 
opportunities in America because of 
the increase in population. He also 
stressed that there was a need for 
promotion of nursery merchandise 
but that, to do this effectively, nurs- 
erymen must use much more imag- 
ination in advertising. Mr. Menchee 
suggested that there should be more 
flower shows and advertising of that 
type to bring nursery products to 
the attention of the public.

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Growing, Garden Centers, 
Canadian Meeting Topics

The 35th annual convention of 
the Canadian Association of Nurs- 
erymen was held at the Windsor 
hotel, Montreal, January 12 to 15. 
Arrangements were made by Nor- 
man Scott, Brookdale - Kingsway 
Nurseries, for a special train from 
Toronto to Montreal, which carried 
approximately 80 members to the 
convention. Montreal was without 
snow; so conventioners enjoyed mild 
weather until just before departure 
time January 15, when it started to 
snow. Members from across the 
Dominion continued to arrive all 
day Sunday, January 12, and gath- 
ered at an evening reception. 

The convention was officially 
under way at 9:30 o'clock Monday 
morning, when Chairman J. V. 
Stensson, Sheridan Nurseries Ltd., 
and Cochairman A. Bisaillon, Mon- 
treal Botanical Gardens, opened the 
session titled “Producing Fine 
Plants.” 

As a review of the summer short 
course, held last July at the Ontario 
Agricultural College, C. E. Mc- 
Ninch, of the college, showed a 
short color film of the machinery 
demonstration given at the college, 
entitled “Machinery at Work.” Mr. 
McNinch has also arranged to see 
that notes of the entire summer short 
course will be sent to all members 
of the C. A. N. Dr. S. H. Nelson, 
of the central experimental farm, 
Ottawa, Ont., then reported on the 
meeting of the Plant Propagators’ 
Society held last November at Cleve- 
land, O. 

The electric cable method of 
evergreen propagation was discussed 
by George Blyth, McConnell Nurs- 
ery Co., Ltd., Port Burwell, Ont. 
Plant material grown by this method 
was passed to the audience as an 
exhibit, properly named and de- 
scribed as to type of treatment and 
age. These plants were in excellent 
condition, showing fine color and 
growth. 

Mr. Blyth stated that since the 
introduction of the soil-heating cable 
to the gardening and nursery trades 
there has been increased advance- 
ment in its use. He finds the system 
gives good results in evergreen 
propagation with both grafts and 
cuttings. 


The seedlings should be potted in 


McNinch 


24-inch pots for grafting in the 
usual manner at the end of October. 
The careful selection of stock is im- 
portant. The potted seedlings are 
then placed in frames that have been 
previously prepared with water- 
soaked peat moss. The pots are set 
upright and not plunged. After a 
hard frost, which usually occurs 
around December 1, the heat is set 
at 50 degrees. The temperature is 
gradually raised and, by grafting 
time, should be 70 degrees. 

The seedlings are ready for graft- 
ing by the first week in January, 
and the work should be completed 
by the end of January. The side 
grafts, tied with rubber strips, are 
sprayed every 10 days with fermate 
as a precaution against fungi. 

Mr. Blyth takes taxus cuttings 
during the last 10 days of September. 
Tip cuttings six to eight inches long 
are wounded on one side and treated 
with Chloromone. The cuttings are

placed in flats, with a fine bank sand

as a medium, and put into the frame. 
No heat should be applied unti 
January 1, when bottom heat is se 
at 50 degrees. These cuttings wil 
be rooted by April 1, at which time 
the heating is discontinued. The 
same procedure is used for juniper 
cuttings taken in October and thuja 
cuttings taken in November. It js 
necessary to regulate watering care. 
fully, according to the weather. 





Burlap Cloud Propagation 


Leslie Hancock, Woodland Nurs. 
eries, Cooksville, Ont., discussed 
“Burlap Cloud Propagation.” This 
method of propagation was intro. 
duced to Canada by Mr. Hancock a 
number of years ago and has gained 
recognition and popularity during 
the past few years. 


















The land used for this type of 
propagation should be flat and 
sandy, with a permanently high 


water table. Mr. Hancock stresses 
that the last requirement is mos 
important. With proper capillary 
action in the soil, the cuttings cap 
obtain the right amount of moisture 
at all times. 

The propagating beds are confined 
by portable wooden frames, approxie 
mately 40 inches wide and six feet

ent in the soil for centuries. Many 
nematodes are harmful; some are 
beneficial. There are approximately 
75 different species known to be 
present in Canada, and many more 
species may be present but un- 
accounted for. The golden nematode, 
which uses the potato as a host, has 
not as yet been found in Canada. 
Most nematodes are of micro- 
scopic size, although their egg cysts 
may be observed by the naked eye. 
Soil fumigants lower the nematode 
population in the soil. The use of 
new containers rather than old keeps 
the population of all pests down. 


Landscape Film 


As a conclusion for the afternoon 
session, a film titled “Landscaping 
Small Properties” was shown. This 
film was released by the national 
film board, and although it was 
without sound, R. W. Oliver, senior 
horticulturist, central experimental 
farm, Ottawa, was able to describe 
it in detail. 

It was a film that illustrated many 
of the principles of good landscape 
design. Among the suggestions made 
were the following: 

(1) Use smaller trees for shade, 
especially on the small lot. 

(2) Define boundaries of a prop- 
erty. 

(3) Use shrubs to lower the foun- 
dation appearance. 

(4) Shrubs are soft, colorful; 
evergreens are more emphatic. 

(5) The use of ivy on chimneys 
is good. 

(6) Pyramidal 
act as gateways. 

(7) The kitchen garden can often 
be framed with hedge material. 

(8) A pool, birdbath or a lawn 
ornament may be used as a point of 
interest. 

(9) Annuals and bulbs should be 
used to break up bare spaces. 

(10) With modern types of archi- 
tecture, it is best to plant in masses 
rather than to use a variety of plants. 

(11) The modern trend is to take 
the work out of gardening; more 
lawn areas with patio and construc- 
tion material are used rather than 
plants. 

(12) With the modern treatment, 
plant materials are used in angular 
groups rather than sweeping curves.

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day morning session on garden cen- 
ters. 

Frank Marlow opened the discus- 
sions with a well-illustrated lecture 
on “Garden Center Construction 
and Layout.” Signs are possibly a 
medium for giving a favorable first 
impression, he said. They should be 
easily read and in most cases are 
best erected at right angles to the 
highway. If they are parallel to the 
highway, the farther back they are 
from the road the more easily they 
are read. 

Parking is important, and an area 
should be set aside capable of han- 
dling 30 to 50 cars. Angle parking 
is the most desirable system. An 
asphalt spray will keep down the 
dust and help harden the surface of 
the drives and parking areas. As- 
phalt may also be used to advantage 
on the walk areas. These walks or 
paths should be at least three feet 
wide, and five to six feet is preferable. 
Artificial drainage is needed with 
asphalt surfacing. Dead-end paths 
cause a bottleneck. 

There are two main types of gar- 
den centers: One with the store and 
lath house attached and the other 
with separate units. The cheapest 
type of construction for the store is 
concrete block, which costs from $2 
to $3 per square foot. The lath sec- 
tion is made of either wood or metal 
framing, with lath of snow fencing 
drawn tight and fastened or slats 
laid and nailed in position on the 
roof framing. Some roof areas are 
sheeted to protect walk areas for 
all-weather selling. 

Automatic watering is a feature 
that should be considered in every 
lath house, and illumination should 
be kept as high as possible to elimi- 
nate shadows. 

The open-style front allows faster 
removal of stock to cars. However, 
the enclosed lath house will force 
the customers to see more products. 
Products shown in mass will sell 
themselves. 


Accessories to Feature 


A. W. Rundle, of A. W. Rundle 
Garden Center, Oshawa, Ont., gave 
his experience with “Accessories in 
the Garden Center.” It is impossible 
to carry every line, and one must 
choose those items most suitable to 
his location and interests. Mr. Run- 
dle feels that it is profitable to handle 
flagstones, artifical stone, rockery 
stone, soil and sod, and these items 
do not cause so much trouble as one 
might think.

Reflections on the Problems of Nurserymen

THE STORY OF FLAX 


After the publication of two re- 
cent short articles of mine on plant 
origins, I received more letters than 
usual, which indicates that other 
nurserymen seem to be as interested 
in the subject as I am. The articles 
were based on a classic book, “Ori- 
gin of Cultivated Plants,” written 
about 75 years ago by Alphonse de 


Candolle. Besides those told in the 
previous articles, one of the most 
interesting plant stories is that of 


flax. While flax is not a plant of 
vital importance to the nursery trade, 
the perennial forms are commonly 
grown and sold by nurserymen, and 
other species and forms are orna- 
mental. 

Flax (Linum usitatissimum and 
other species) is grown agricultural- 
ly for the fiber from which linen 
cloth is made. It is entirely possible 
that its cultivation extends into an- 
tiquity fully as far as the first cul- 
tivation of food plants. Moreover, it 
was introduced into cultivation inde- 
pendently in three different sections 
of the world, Egypt, northern India 
and Europe. The complete lack of 
relation between the names used in 
each section indicates this. 

There are several very early re- 
cords of flax culture. The lake dwell- 
ers of Switzerland, at a time when 
they used stone implements, culti- 
vated and wove flax. Moreover, they 
did not grow the commen annual 
flax but rather an imported peren- 
nial, L. angustifolium, which they 
brought across the Alps from Italy. 
This has been deduced from the pres- 
ence among the Swiss artifacts of 
seeds of weeds that are native to the 
flax-producing region of Italy, but 
which will not grow in Switzerland. 
The flax was proably imported from 
a parallel prehistoric civilization 
found in Lombardy, Italy. These an- 
cient peoples lived in the peat moss 
bogs of that province, and the bogs 
helped preserve the record of their 
products for archaeologists. 

In Asia Minor, too, cultivation of 
flax goes back to the remotest an- 
tiquity. Flax was found in an ancient 
Chaldean tomb that antedated the 
existence of Babylon and is still 
found wild in this area. 

The evidence of the early culture 
of flax in Egypt is even stronger. ‘The 
wrappings on mummies from Egyp- 


tian tombs are easily identified as 
made of linen. Capsules taken from 
bricks in monuments have been iden- 
tified as flax seeds. These monuments 
date from the 13th or I4th century 
B. C. Ancient Egyptian paintings 
show flax being uprooted, indicating 
that the annual type was grown 
the perennial type is cut when it is 
harvested. In Egypt, flax is grown in 
winter as an annual, because the per- 
ennial type would be killed by sum- 
mer droughts. 

Conversely, the annual flax is 
grown in the cold northern part of 
Europe because the perennial can- 
not stand the winters. Even in that 
area, where there is no wild flax, 
the introduction was very ancient. 
Flax was probably introduced by an 
early Finnish people before the Ary- 
an invasion of Europe about 1500 
B. C. The Aryans themselves intro- 
duced it to the valley of the Danube. 

Neither the Greeks nor the Ro- 
mans cultivated the plant extensive- 
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The Greeks imported fine linens 
from the Phoenicians, and the Ro. 
mans procured equally fine linens 
from Spain, especially during the 
first century B. C. 

An odd fact about its early cul. 
tivation in northern India is that flax 
was grown there for the oil obtained 
from the seeds rather than the fi. 
ber from the plant. 

In all of these varied places in 
which flax is grown, it is almost im- 
possible to tell if it is in its native 
location, because of its ability to 
naturalize or to escape from culti- 
vation. Furthermore, botanists are 
not agreed whether or not Linum 
usitatissimum has the ability to as- 
sume several climatic forms and to 
become annual, biennial or peren- 
nial depending on the growing con- 
ditions. 


Candolle’s Conclusions 


De Candolle’s conclusions are 
“These two principal forms (annual 
and perennial) or conditions of flax 
exist in cultivation and have proba- 
bly been wild in their modern areas 
for the last 5,000 years at least. It is 
not possible to guess at their previous 
condition. Their transitions and va- 
rieties are so numerous that they may 
be considered as one species com- 
prising two or three hereditary va-

Jennings Silver Co. He moved to 
Ralston, N. J., in 1920. After three 
years of recuperation from broken 
health he decided to try to make his 
living in an outdoor occupation and, 
naturally inclining to tree service, 
he started in business under the 
name New Jersey Foresters. He em- 
ployed the best tree man he could 
find at the seemingly reckless high 
wage for 1923 of $35 per week, 
which was much more than anyone 
would pay him as wages. He had 
little difficulty in selling and supply- 
ing good service and he naturally 
drifted into selling and planting 

trees and nursery stock. 

Sources of supply were F & F 
Nurseries and forestry units near 
Ralston. At F & F Nurseries he met 
Carl Flemer and John Jennings, not 
a blood relative, who was a great 
source of inspiration to him in get- 
ting started. He suggested that 
George Jennings join the New Jer- 
sey Association of Nurserymen, 
which he did about 1925. 

At an early date he encountered 
the great landscape architect, Al- 
fred Geiffert, who was doing Senator 
J. S. Frelinghuysen’s landscape work 
at Far Hills. His first order from 
him was for a considerable number 
of Austrian and white pines 12 to 
14 feet tall. For this job he had to 
find someone to show him how to 
ball trees. When he had mastered 
this stage of tree transplanting his 
services were immediately in great 
demand. While he has witnessed the 
curtailment of the great Far Hills 


estates, due to tax vulnerability, 
there has been a steady influx in 
Morris and Somerset counties of 


families who landscape their places. 
Mr. Jennings reports he never had 
a deficit, not even in 1932. He re- 
tired as a small operator in 1953.

in pots. He used to get some fancy 
prices and had the best of the Mont- 
clair and Orange trade. 

He became active in association 
work, serving as president of the 
North Jersey Metropolitan Nursery- 
men’s Association and the New Jer- 
sey Association of Nurserymen in 
1944 and 1945. He was elected to the 
state board of agriculture and in his 
last year served as board president. 
He received a citation for outstand- 
ing work in agriculture from the 
New Jersey Agriculture Society. As 
a hobby he _ collects new-issue 
stamps, of which he has a valuable 
collection. 

Awards which should have been 
presented a year ago were presented 
at this banquet to Dr. Harry Weiss, 
retired chief of the bureau of plant 
industry in New Jersey, and Dr. 
Charles Connors, retired head of 
the ornamental horticulture depart- 
ment, Rutgers University, New 
Brunswick, N. J. Neither of these 
gentlemen were present to receive 
their citations. 


Gibberellic Acid 


Opening the program Thursday 
morning, January 23, was a talk by 
Dr. Snyder entitled, “Gibberellic 
Acid—Friend or Foe.” He said he 
supposed the final goal of the studies 
on plant growth is to find ways to 
make plants grow rapidly for the 
nurseryman and then grow slowly 
for the homeowner. But, he empha- 
sized, in our search for ways to in- 
crease or decrease growth, we must 
constantly bear in mind that our 
ornamental plants must be healthy, 
vigorous, normal plants—each one a 
specimen plant. 

Gibberellic acid, which he _ re- 
ferred to as a Japanese “sputnik,” 
has appeared on our horticultural 
horizon. It is best applied in water 
or in tale for commercial use. It has 
produced some type of growth re- 
sponse on hundreds of plants, but 
with some plants, no noticeable 
effects have been found. 

The responses, said Dr. Snyder, 
are varied, depending upon the kind 
of plant, the stage of development 
at the time of treatment and the 
amount of chemical applied. A few 


of the responses are as follows: 
Plants grow taller, primarily by 
greater elongation of the _ inter- 


nodes; spindly growth develops, with 
smaller, abnormally shaped leaves; 
thicker stems develop, with more 
leaves; germination of the seeds of 
lettuce, peony and some other plants 
—but not all—is stimulated; many 
biennial plants are caused to pro- 
duce flowers and seeds within one

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year or less; the cold requirements 
of some woody plants (oak and 
maple) are overcome in part; earlier 
flowering of some plants (African 
violet, roses, sunflowers, dahlias and 
ragged robin) is induced. 

Rutgers’ Studies 

Studies at the New Jersey agri- 
cultural experiment station at Rut- 
gers have followed three lines: Ef- 
fects of gibberellic acid on the 
growth of six selected ornamentals 
growing in the field and in contain- 
ers, on the germination of seeds of 
several woody plants and on the root- 
ing of cuttings. 

Varied concentrations of gibber- 
ellic acid and applications at differ- 
ent frequencies were tested on Hat- 
field’s yew, round-leaved Japanese 
holly, Japanese quince, hino-crimson 
azalea, pin oak and Pfitzer juniper; 
an effect was found only on Pfitzer 
juniper. The extra growth was not 
of good quality and was greatly 
elongated and spindly. The treated 
plants showed considerable browning 
and loss of lower foliage and toward 
early fall they developed many fruit- 
ing structures. 

There was no effect of gibberellic 
acid on the germination of either 
after-ripened or nonafter-ripened 
seeds of the Japanese barberry. 
English oak acorns germinated more 
rapidly when treated with 100 and 
1,000 parts per million gibberellic 
acid, and subsequent growth was 
more rapid. The increase in height 
was due mainly to an elongation of 
the internodes. More leaves were 
formed, but they were smaller and 
narrower and had more even 
margins. 

The base of the seedlings has 
grown in diameter and is hardening, 
regardless of the gibberellic acid 
treatment. Perhaps, reported Dr. 
Snyder, gibberellic acid might have 
a place in the production of better 
understocks in a shorter period of 
time. 

Primary results have shown a 
stimulation of nonstratified pin oak 
acorns after a 24-hour soak at 1,000 
ppm gibberellic acid. 

Last, said Dr. Snyder, preliminary 
results indicate that gibberellic acid 
reduces the rooting of cuttings. This 
appears to be true regardless of 
whether the stock plant has been 
treated with gibberellic acid to ob- 
tain sufficient growth to make cut- 
tings, or whether the cuttings are 
treated with gibberellic acid before 
being stuck in the bench. 

Dr. Snyder concluded his talk by 
stating that some definite uses for 
gibberellic acid may be found in 
the production of ornamental plants,

Highway Planting 


The landscape architect should 
make recommendations in the early 
stages of highway planting, so that 
native trees, shrubs and vines can be 
salvaged, said Oliver A. Deakin, 
landscape engineer, New Jersey 
state highway department, in his 
talk Thursday morning, January 23, 
entitled “Functional Highway Plant- 
ing.” Showing colored slides of 
plantings along New Jersey high- 
ways, Mr. Deakin pointed out the 
uses of landscape planting. Only 
2,600 miles of high-speed highways 
have been built so far, he said, so it 
is not certain how people will react 
to these roads. 

Mr. Deakin said narrow median 
strips need planting. A 4'/2-foot 
hedge will protect against headlight 
glare. Mounds covered with sod, 
ground cover or shrubs and fencing 
covered with vines will perform the 
same function. Pictures of pine trees 
used to stabilize soil on embank- 
ments were shown. This eliminates 
maintenance, for no grass needs to 
be mowed, pointed out Mr. Deakin. 
Planting will be needed around serv- 
ice areas, he added. 

As far as the tree planting on New 
Jersey parkways is concerned, Mr. 
Deakin said these have to be justi- 
fied functionally. They can be used 
for screen plantings or for guiding 
cars around curves. 

Mr. Deakin read a list and gave 
the quantity of plants being used in 
landscaping interstate and primary 
routes in New Jersey. These include 
sugar maple (78), flowering dog- 
wood (15), white pine (256), Hopa 
crab apple (15), fragrant sumac 

1,773), Silby dogwood (65), Japa- 
nese rose (17,615), Indian coral- 
berry (1,225), Hall’s Japanese hon- 
eysuckle (106,485), American bit- 
tersweet (5,384), pin oak (17), low 
Japanese creeper (262), Platanus 
acerifolia (21), red maple (7), Quer- 
cus maximum (5), Austrian pine 
(33), Salix babylonica (34), Dorothy 
Perkins rose (2,510), Max Graf rose 
(1,680), prairie rose (1,920) and 
wichuraiana rose (2,968).

for the major elements in several 
woody plants. Third, the study of 
the relationships between different 
levels of nitrogen and potassium as 
they affect the growth of the test 
plants. Fourth, it is planned to study 
different sources of nitrogen and 
possibly rates of application in con- 
tainers and under field conditions. 
Samples of plants in all four 
phases will be taken, he said, and 
these samples analyzed chemically to 
determine the amounts of various 
mineral elements. With this it is 


hoped to establish levels for these 
essential elements which will be 
characteristic of good plant growth, 
said Mr. Zimmerman. In this way, 
he continued, samples of plants 
growing in the field can be analyzed 
and fertilizer recommendations made 
accordingly. 
The Water Problem 

Because of the serious drought last 

summer in New Jersey, the talk by 


Robert L. Hardman, supervising 
engineer of water supply—division 


of water policy, state of New Jersey, 
was heard with interest. “How Seri- 
ous Is the Water Problem in New 
Jersey?” was the title. 

In the southern part of the state 
water is obtained from wells, and 
there is an unexplored potential. 
However, in the northern part, the 
major supply comes from the sur- 
face. Actually, he said, New Jersey 
has an abundant supply of water as 
it receives an average of 45 inches a 
year. However, last summer brought

NEW NORTHERN PLANTS 

A new flowering crab apple, a 
new hardy dessert crab apple and 
two new garden crysanthemums 
adapted to northern climates have 
been developed by the University 
of Minnesota horticulture depart- 
ment and are being introduced to 
the public in 1958. 

The Radiant flowering crab ap- 
ple is described as a small, compact 
tree with a sturdy branching habit. 
The new leaves have an attractive 
reddish cast. Deep pink single flow- 
ers appear in May, and bright red 
fruits, half an inch in diameter, in 
September and October. The fruits 
turn brown after a hard freeze but 
are said to adhere to the tree all 
winter and to be eagerly consumed 
by birds returning north in early 
spring. 

The Centennial crab apple is re- 
ported to be winter-hardy even in 
the northernmost regions of the 
country. A hybrid of the Wealthy 
apple and Dolgo crab apple, the 
Centennial is said to bear heavy 
crops of oval fruit with a red blush. 
Fruits, ripening in late August and 
early September, are small for ap- 
ples but large for crab apples and 
are high in quality for eating, ac- 
cording to the university report. 
Because the trees are naturally semi- 
dwarf, they are modest in their 
space requirements and well-adapt- 
ed to planting in the home yard. 
They have a roundish, spreading 
shape and in spring are covered with 
a profusion of single white blossoms. 

Carnation-Flowered Variety 

Princess chrysanthemum is a car- 
nation-flowered variety. The dou- 
ble, 2-inch flowers are described as 
old rose with gold-tipped petals, 
which are split at the ends. The 
plant is a vigorous, high-mound type 
which reaches a height of 15 to 18 
inches, with a spread of 18 to 24 
inches. The university states that 
flowering starts early in August 
and that within a few weeks the 
plant is covered with a prolific dis- 
play, which continues until freezing 
weather. 

Minnehaha chrysanthemum is a 
medium-tall, upright, bushy plant 
with salmon-colored, _ rose-tinted, 
fully double flowers 2% inches in 
diameter. Flowering is said to start 
about mid-September and to con- 
tinue until killing frost. By the end 
of September the plant is completely 
covered with blooms. The plant, al- 
most as wide as it is tall (20 inches), 
has stiff stems, which make the 
flowers especially adaptable for cut- 
ting.

fall, as the dryest year had 26.4 
inches and the wettest year had 49.8 
inches. Most water problems are 
concerned with getting the water 
into the ground by means of 
mulches, terracing and the like. A 
mulch will also slow the rate of 
water evaporation during the sum- 
mer. Dr. Lounsbury pointed out 
that a heavy snow of 10 to 12 inches 
is equal to one inch of rainfall and 
that heavy snows delay spring 
growth because earth heat is utilized 
in melting them. 

During the business meeting which 
closed the morning session, President 
Metzger urged the members to pro- 
mote the nursery industry. He said 
nurserymen not only grow plants, 
but rearrange them in the landscape, 
which is a show window, and the 
better show window Ohio presents to 
the world, the better for Ohio and 
the world. Ohio highways are also 
showrooms and should be decorated. 
President Metzger reminded the 
members that garden store operators 
and landscape contractors are now 
eligible for active membership in the 
Ohio Nurserymen’s Association. 


Incorporation Factors 


The afternoon session opened with 
an address entitled “To Incorporate 
or Not?” delivered by Zolman 
Cavitch, of the law school, Western 
Reserve University, and Grossmen, 
Schlesinger & Carter, Cleveland, O. 
Mr. Cavitch discussed the differ- 
ences between a single proprietor- 
ship, a partnership and a corpora- 
tion. In a sole proprietorship any 
debts and contracts are personal 
debts and can be forced from any- 
thing the individual may own. 

A partnership is a simple aggre- 
gation of all the partners, and each

party is liable for all the firm’s debts. 
A partnership tax return is for in- 
formation only; each partner has to 
report his share of the profits in his 
personal tax return, even if he re- 
turned all cash received to the busi- 
ness. 

A corporation is a creature of law, 
a legal fiction. In the eyes of the 
law, a corporation is a person, sep- 
arate from those who own it. They 
may own the corporation, but do 
not own its assets. Also, its debts are 
its own debts, and the shareholders 


are not liable for these debts or for 
tax. A corporation is taxed on the 
basis of its earnings at a flat rate 
of 30 per cent for income under 
$25,000 and at 52 per cent for 
amounts above that. 

Mr. Cavitch said that generally 
a man who wants to incorporate is 
thinking so because someone told 
him that by so doing he could cut 
his taxes. Two examples of a busi-

mine if a business should be incor- 
porated, a tax analysis should be 
made. 

Advantages of incorporation, other 
than a possible tax reduction, are 
as follows: 

1. Limited liability. Banks now 
often have a borrower personally 
guarantee as the primary share- 
holder of a corporation, to make 
themselves potentially liable to the 
full extent; so this advantage is now 
largely lost. The shareholder is pro- 
tected from ordinary trade creditors. 

2. Centralized management. 

3. Immediate tax savings occur 
when capital gain tax on retained 
earnings is disregarded. This may 
be extremely significant in a new 
business, and incorporation may be 
taken for this, even if, in the long 
run, it may not be the best thing. 

4. Flexibility for family transfers. 

5. Availability of pension and 
profit-sharing plans to shareholder- 
officer’s salary. 


Disadvantages of incorporation 


other than a possible smaller income 
are as follows: 

1. Possible difficulty of justifying 
deductibility of shareholder officer’s 
salary. 

2. Possible penalty tax on accu- 
mulation of earnings. 

3. Additional Ohio 
taxes. 

4. Prohibitive cost of liquidating 
if the market value of assets in- 
creases inflexibility of returning to 
noncorporate form.

Kingwood Center History 


The second talk of the afternoon 
was on Kingwood Center, with illus- 
trations presented by Carlton B. 
Lees, horticulturist at the center, at 
Mansfield, O. Mr. Lees opened his 
talk by giving some of the back- 
ground of the center, which was 
established on the 47-acre estate of 
Charles Kelley King, Ohio indus- 
trialist, who left his estate to found 
and endow Kingwood Center. 
Through this, the center is not de- 


pendent on membership or selling 
anything for its upkeep. Dr. R. C. 
Allen is the director of Kingwood 
Center. In just over four years 
almost three fourths of a million 
people have visited the center; at- 
tendance figures recorded on some 
peak week-ends have reached 25,000 
to 30,000. 

One of the features of the center 
is its lending library of some 3,400 
garden books. Some of the buildings 
are suitable for meetings, and facili- 
tated 675 scheduled activities last 
year, some being sponsored by the 
center and some by others. A 
monthly news-letter of gardening 
tips is sent free of charge to 7,000 
persons, 90 per cent of whom are in 


Ohio. 
Bulb Displays 


Bulb planting was started three 
years ago, and last fall 51,000 tulips 
of 133 varieties were added to the 
254 varieties already present.

market price and hope his costs will 
be low, whereas a monopolist can 
set his own price. The nursery busi- 
ness, according to Mr. Thompson, 
is between these two types, having 
elements of both competition and 
monopoly. Mr. Thompson stated 
several times that he hopes nursery- 
men sell their products on some 
other basis than price. 

He posed the quesiton of how 
nurserymen would fare in a reces- 
sion. He pointed out that as housing 
goes, so goes the nursery business. 
The basic problem now is salesman- 
ship whether at wholesale or retail. 
Mr. Thompson feels that manage- 
ment has failed to provide leadership 
and training, with the result that 
salesmen are unprepared for selling 
in a recession market. He hastened 
to assure the group that it had no 
real worry and that it has a future 
based partly on the fact that 480 
babies are born every hour in the 
United States. He asserted that 
there should be a basic 25 per cent 
increase in the market in the next 


seven years, just in homes for newly- 
veds. 

Mr. Thompson suggested that 
creativity is the essence of the sales 
problem existing in business. Crea- 
tivity is difficult to define, but it 
involves sensitivity. Mood selling is 
one of the best ways to sell, and that 
depends on sensitivity. One of the 
effective means of establishing a 
mood in the customer is to use one’s 
own enthusiasm, based on a knowl- 
edge of the business. Mr. Thompson 
called himself an average new home- 
owner-customer, one who needs ad- 
vice and one with whom nurserymen 
should build up a professional rela- 
tionship. 


University Test Plans 


Next on the program was Robert 
Setzer, who is attending Ohio State 
University, Columbus, as a graduate 
fellowship student sponsored by the 
Ohio Nurserymen’s Association. Em- 
phasis last year was placed on mar- 
keting, pinching and winter protec- 
tion studies, with work also being 


done on soil mixtures, the residual 
effect on constriction of roots of 
plants grown in metal containers 
and weed control. The container 
plant area was almost doubled and 
now includes about 10,000 plants. 

In the pinching study, a program 
was sought that would produce more 
desirable plants. Plants falling into 
four categories, dependent upon 
time of flowering or fruiting, were 
used with soft and hard pinching 
schedules. 

Deutzia, forsythia, kerria and 
philadelphus were used as types of 
plants flowering in the spring. Soft 
pinches, removing the wood between 
the second and third nodes, were 
given every two weeks, starting 
August 9. Other blocks of plants 
were given a hard pinch, with re- 
moval of the wood between the fifth 
and sixth nodes every four weeks, 
also starting August 9. Other blocks 
were used as checks. 

No pinching is planned for this 
spring, as the plants are to be used 
in a marketing study. Little sig-

under a corncob mulch and under 
lath tepees. Last year damage was 
experienced on plants grown under 
lath to which tar paper had been 
nailed on the west and south sides. 
The black tar paper absorbed the 
heat of the sun and caused consider- 
able damage in addition to shedding 
the rain water so that plants dried 
excessively. This year aluminum foil 
is being used to reflect the heat. 

Following a suggestion made by 
Louis Bookwalter, several plant 
types are being mulched with pea 
gravel as a substitute for corncobs. 
If gravel is satisfactory, it will have 
many advantages over corncobs. It 
is easier to apply and a great deal 
easier to remove in the spring. 

Prof. L. C. Chadwick’s latest idea 
on the mulch problem is the use 
of a polyethylene cover placed over 
the entire plant bed. Temperature 
and humidity data are being taken 
to aid in an evaluation on this type 
of winter protection. 


Marketing 


The marketing study was con- 
tinued under the direction of the 
agricultural economics department. 





Available for sale were approxi- 
mately 3,850 plants, mostly in 1-gal- 
lon containers, and 2,207 plants were 
sold. Pyracantha, Hetz juniper, 
forsythia, Euonymus alatus, arbor- 
vitae and Japanese red maple were 
among the best sellers. Weigela, 
philadelphus, kerria, caryopteris and 
hypericum were among the poorest 
sellers. The plants were offered 
when at the peak of their ornamental 
effect. 

Outlets included five garden stores 
and two food stores in the Columbus 
area. One interesting development 
was the use of a polyethylene bag 
large enough to slip over the ball of 
a 1-gallon size plant that had been 
knocked out of the can. The plan 
reduced the plant’s need for water- 
ing while in the store, a lighter 
package was derived and the metal 
container was salvaged for later use. 
This study will be continued with a 
greater emphasis on a limited num- 
ber of varieties of plants sold at their 
peak season. 

Tests were run last year using 
various canning mixtures in which 
Krilium was incorporated. Checks 
with no Krilium were also used. 


Greater variations in plant growth 
than were indicated by the measure- 
ments taken were expected. It was 
felt that one reason why results were 
similar on soil with Krilium-added 
and Krilium-deficient mixes was the 
fact that a good loam soil was used. 
Had a poor clay subsoil been used, 
the results might have been more 
apparent. 

In tests in which four pounds of 
Borden’s 38 and four pounds of 
0-20-20 were added per cubic yard 
of canning mix, plants grew larger 
where the fertilizer was added. One 
warning is in order here; experience 
indicates that cuttings stuck directly 
into cans in which a fertilizer has 
been added do not give good re- 


sponse. 


One of the long-range problems 
under study at Ohio State University 
is to determine what residual effect 
there might be on plants grown in 
cans caused by constriction of roots. 
Several sweet gum, Moraine honey 
locust and flowering crab apple trees, 
along with weigela and forsythia 
shrubs, were planted out in the field 
in May, 1956, after having been 
grown in cans the previous year.

This fall two of each of these plants 
were dug and examined to observe 
the extent to which the roots had 
extended out of the original ball 
formed by the can. Good growth 
was evident on all types with the 
exception of the sweet gum, where 
the roots were still largely restricted 
to the old ball. This could 
virdling roots in addition to water 
and nutrient problems. These sweet 
gum had been grown in the 
cans for two years, which might be 
too long for the 2-gallon size used. 
Other plants in this block will be dug 
in the years to come to check on this 
problem further. 

Weed control projects were car- 
ried on in limited fashion, and a 
detailed report will be given in the 
annual research report.

slides to show the morphological 
structures of a tree, the professor 
made the subject interesting and un- 
derstandable. 

The last speaker of the afternoon 
was Dr. Donald L. Schuder, Purdue 
University entomologist, who also 
used colored slides to bring the ar- 
borists “Up to Date with Insects.” 
Dr. Schuder told the conferees that 
the major insect problems of the 
past year on trees were bagworm, 
sycamore tussock moth, locust leaf 
miner, catalpa worm and mimosa 
webworm. The Zimmerman pine 
moth, he noted, is apparently going 
to be a major problem on pine trees 
in the northern part of the state. 


Question Session 


Thursday evening, John Z. Duling, 
Muncie, acted as moderator for a 
question-box session on current prob- 
lems. The members of this discussion 
group were Dr. Paul Tilford; Karl 
Kuemmerling; Dr. Richard Cam- 
pana; Theodore J. Haskell; Dr. Don- 
ald L. Schuder, and Prof. H. W. 
Gilbert, of the Purdue horticulture 
department. One of the questions 
which probably evoked more com- 
ment than any other was “Do dwarf 
trees answer the problem of line 
clearance?” Professor Gilbert noted 
that many cities are starting to use 
such trees, but about half of the 
people encountered want a specific 
type of tree in front of their own 
house. Unless one knows the exact 
site and situation, it is not possible 
to give a direct answer as to dwarf 
trees. 

Mr. Haskell suggested that the 
wires may be raised in some situa- 
tions, so that they do not interfere 
with tree planting. That has been 
done in some situations at Lansing, 
Mich. James Sinninger, Purdue Uni- 
versity, noted that in one town in 
Ohio flowering crab apples were 
planted as street trees to avoid line 
clearance problems. Now the trees 
are a hazard to motorists, since they 
block the view at corners and they 
extend over the walks to form a haz- 
ard to the eyes of pedestrians. 

Gene Hamilton, La Porte, asked 
about verticillium wilt symptoms and 
showed slides of trees in his city 
which were badly infected with the 
disease. Dr. Ralph J. Green, of the 
Purdue University botany and plant 
pathology department, expressed in- 
terest in sweet gum troubles and re- 
quested that samples of diseased 
sweet gums be sent to him for future 
work.

Aster Thomsoni 

I have looked through the index 
of my notebooks and find no men- 
tion of the Asiatic Aster thomsoni, 
about which a New York correspond- 
ent recently inquired. I do not now 
remember that I ever saw the plant: 
so I shall have to rely on hearsay 
for all that I say about it. I suspect 
that one reason that I never made 
much effort to get the plant is that 
it originated in the Himalayas (ac- 
cording to Hortus; in Nepal, accord- 
ing to Farrer), and that means ten- 
derness in my northern Michigan 
climate. I seem to recall that it en- 
tered into the making of the series 
of aster hybrids which came out of 
Switzerland a quarter of a century 
ago, and that might account for the 
tenderness of some of those star per- 
formers, including A. frikarti, and 
Wonder of Staffa. As to the variety 
A. thomsoni, it is said to grow more 
than three feet tall, with ovate leaves 
to four inches in length, hairy and 
gray green in color, the latter indi- 
cating to this observer, at least, a 
difficulty of culture which seems to 
be borne out by what English gar- 
deners have said about it. It seems 
to be their opinion that the plant 
needs well-drained, rich soil, with 
plenty of moisture during the grow- 
ing season. In England it requires 
full sun, but that may not apply in 
our climate. The reason for the scar- 
city of the plant in gardens may be 
given in the following quotation 
from “The English Rock Garden”: 
“Tt is a frail and slight grower, de- 
plorably difficult of increase, as it 
neither seeds nor runs nor forms a 
clump.” 

Homogyne 

A recent letter asked for an opin- 
ion of homogyne as a ground cover 
in shade. I was glad to get the in- 
quiry, for it gives me the opportunity 
to revise an opinion expressed in this 
column a dozen or more years ago, 
when I recommended Homogyne al- 
pina as a possible candidate for the 
role of ground cover in shady places. 
That opinion had no doubt been 
formed on a too brief experience 
with one species. Since then, I have 
had three kinds under test and failed 
to find much virtue in any. Of the 
three, H. discolor is the best in foli- 
age, because of the silvery reverse of 
its kidney-shaped leaves. Even that 
advantage is of little consequence in 


dry soil, however, because the plant 
always lost its foliage when over- 
taken by dry, hot weather. And a 
eround cover without foliage is not 
much of a ground cover. The kind 
most often seen, H. alpina, makes a 
carpet of evergreen leaves (if dry 
weather does not interfere), over 
which are displayed pinkish-lavender 
heads in summer. The three kinds 
that I had under test were almost as 
violent in their spreading habits as 
the coltsfoot. As a cover for ground 
in cool, moist shade any of the ho- 
mogyne species would no doubt be 
useful; in dry soil or in choice com- 
pany, I should expect them to be 
disappointing. I believe the generic 
name, derived from homos, meaning 
similar, and gyne, meaning female 
(the flowers of both sexes are simi- 
lar), was the only reason for my 
interest in the genus. 


Dicentra Hybrids 


It is my considered opinion that 
Dicentra Bountiful; the three newly 


named varieties, Debutante, Para- 
mount and Silversmith, and perhaps 
others to follow will play an impor. 
tant role in our gardens in the future 
I have watched Bountiful in the gar- 
den and the newer ones in the origi- 
nator’s nursery with much interest 
and pleasure and hope to see them 
fulfill their promises when they are 
distributed. Bountiful does best in 
my light soil when given part shade, 
with plenty of leaf mold in its diet. 
It seems to appreciate a covering 
of leaves after it goes dormant in 
autumn. And I should expect it to 
need good drainage in heavy soil 
and perhaps full sun. It is probably 
as hardy as D. eximia, which it re. 
sembles in many ways. 

Bountiful grows about 15 inches 
tall in light soil, the blue-green foli- 
age mass being a little more than 
half that high. It commences to pro- 
duce its rosy-red flowers in late May, 
prodigiously at first, more lightly 
during July and August and again 
in large numbers in the fall. The

Antennaria 


There was a time in the early 
days of the rock-gardening craze in 
this country when nurserymen could 
sell any of the woolly-leaved pussy- 
toes that they offered. That day 
has long since passed; now it would 
be difficult to sell any but the best 
kinds. Why are they not now used 
in gardens to any extent? The prin- 
cipal reason, I suspect, is that we of 
the nursery trade filled that tempo- 
rary demand with a great quantity of 
inferior plants and recommended 
their use in places outside their prop- 
er realm. The utter condemnation 
of all antennarias by some garden 
writers is expressed in the following 
quotation: “The foliage is the only 
attraction this fraud has to offer, 
and most gardens are so full of 
plants with good flowers in addition, 
that few have any room for such 
as offer only half a loaf.” 

Although I cannot enthuse much 
over any of the kinds that I know, 
I am sure, because of my experience 
several years ago and the experience 
of a few neighborhood nurserymen 
that I visit regularly, that the best 
forms of A. dioica would prove to 
be profitable in many nurseries if 
they were shown in one of their bet- 
ter roles — that of a plant for the 
larger spaces at the outer edges of 
paved walks. The plant varies not 
a little in nature and, as it appears 
in gardens, gives rise to a complexity 
of names, such as candida, tomento- 
sa, hyperborea, neodioica (which is 
botanically distinct) and grandis. 
All make white mats, varying from 
woolly to silky in different forms. 
They also vary in color of involucral 
bracts from pink, in variety rosea, to 
the silvery white of the type. But 
the flowers are of so little conse- 
quence that gardeners usually shear 
off the 12-inch flowering stems as 
soon as they are formed, especially 
when they are planted in paved 
walks. They are highly stoloniferous 
and need to be watched when placed 
near delicate plants. 


Gentiana Septemfida 


I partly agree with the writer of 
a recent letter who complained of 
the vast amount of time that has 
been wasted by gardeners in their 
futile efforts to grow gentians.

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ing more futile than for an average 
gardener in the eastern United 
States to try to grow Gentiana im- 
bricata under garden conditions. But 
that does not mean that I should 
stand aghast at the mere mention of 
the word “gentian.” for instance, I, 
or any other gardener, can approach 
many of the species with every as- 
surance of completely satisfactory 
returns from the time devoted to 
their culture. 

The Asiatic G. septemfida is a 
case in point. It will not, of course, 
give most gratifying results under 
neglect; even the ugly G. cruciata 
will not do that. But given a porous 
soil filled with rotted leaves and peat 
and some shade in eastern United 
States, septemfida should thrive in 
most gardens. In fact, my experi- 
ence with the plant leads me to be- 
lieve that it is easy enough of cul- 
ture to enable nurserymen to sell it 
with the assurance that customers 
who have advanced beyond the 
novice stage will succeed with it. 
And it is certainly beautiful enough 
to satisfy the most exacting. It 
has varied considerably as it trav- 
eled over the mountains of southwest 
Asia into Siberia, but material us- 
ually available under a septemfida 
label reaches a height of eight inches 
to a foot (an 18-inch height is men- 
tioned in the literature), with soft 
blue flowers during July and August. 
This is Farrer’s description of the 
flower: “Heads of the most beautiful, 
ample, open flowers, large and splen- 
did, of clear, soft blue, with the lobes 
of the corolla almost equaled by 
those of the folds, which are cut and 
jagged so that the wide bell has a 
rich look of 10 segments, especially 
fringy, decorative and luxuriant.” 

Its variableness has given rise to 
several geographical and garden 
forms, some that are even lovelier 
than the type. At one time I had 
under test a form with clusters of 
white-spotted, blue flowers, tenta- 
tively labeled lagodechiana (patently 
false, for that plant is said to be a 
dwarf form of septemfida), which we 
thought was the loveliest of the lot. 

Much confusing information has 
been printed on the culture of this 
group of gentians, a great part of it 
being applicable to conditions in 
Great Britain and the American Pa- 
cific coast, but not to the trying cli- 
mate of eastern United States. None 
of the kinds did well here in northern 
Michigan in the full sun — which is 
recommended by gardeners in other 
sections unless they were given 
constant root moisture, and that is 
not feasible in my dry soil without 
more fussing than a busy person can 
give his plants. But all Asiatics grown

here (except G. cachemirica, which 
belongs to the G. verna group, I be- 
lieve, and is a difficult plant, even 
in the best gentian climates) were 
quite easy to grow when given part 
shade in a leafy soil. 

They are best grown from fresh 
seeds as soon as they are ripe in an 
outdoor, protected frame and left 
in the frame until large enough to 
handle the following year. In my 
section, at least, it is best to give 
them lath shade from sowing until 
fall. Selected plants may be grown 
from fresh growths in spring, taken 
just as soon as they are large enough 
to handle and rooted in a lath 
frame. They should not be allowed 
to flower the first year. 


Campanula Piperi 


Basing my judgment on experi- 
ences here with the northwestern 
bellflower, Campanula piperi, I can 
offer an Ohio correspendent but lit- 
tle encouragement that it will prove 
sufficiently easy of cultivation in 
that state or any midwestern state 
to put it in the hands of the aver- 
age gardener. Gabrielson would 
seem to be encouraging when he says 
that it requires “sharp drainage and 
some shade, otherwise it should be 
no more difficult than Douglasia 
laevigata.” But when one remembers 
that the douglasia, a relative of an- 
drosace, needs special care in the 
midwest climate, the quotation be- 
comes more a warning than an en- 
couragement. 





RATES LANDSCAPE SCHOOL 


The American Landscape School, 
Des Moines, Ia., has been accredited 
by the national home study council, 
according to a recent announcement 
by the council.

Homeowners’ Responsibilities 


The cost of planting, transplant- 
ing or removing of any shade tre 
in the streets or highways of thx 
township, including construction of 
any protective guards, curbing o1 
grading necessary and replacement 
of any pavement or sidewalk neces- 
sarily disturbed, is paid by the owne 
of the real estate in front of which 
the work is done. 

The commission may, due 
notice, require owners of property 
to cut and remove trees afflicted 
with the Dutch elm or other dis- 
ease that threatens to injure or 
destroy shade trees in the township 
Upon failure of any owner to com- 
ply, the township may do the work 
and collect the cost from the own- 
er of the property. The township 
assumes the cost of caring for the 
trees that it plants. 

Mr. Kenealy emphasized that the 
shade tree commission is an advisory 
group to the actual governing body, 
the board of commissioners. Com- 
mission members all have a back- 
ground of horticultural training and 
interest.

Good Will Important 


He stressed that nothing else is 
more important to a community de- 
velopment program than the under- 
standing and good will of the prop- 
erty owners. After an ordinance is 
finally submitted, approved and 
adopted, a modest appropriation is 
made available to employ a tree 
warden. This makes it possible to 
enforce the regulations properly and 
to make a survey to help guide the 
commission in making proper de- 
cisions. 

Too often, Mr. Kenealy stated, a 
shade tree commission is just an- 
other board, in which supervision 
and enforcement are of a poor qual- 
ity or lacking entirely. A properly 
conducted shade tree commission, he 
said, is the best approach to good 
public relations a municipal govern- 
ment can have. 

In answering questions from the 
audience, Mr. Kenealy further 
pointed out that the cost of the care

and only in the case of a new plant- 
ing is the property owner assessed. 
If property owners are made to 
feel they have a part in a new plant- 
ing, they will help rather than fight 
the project. Mr. Kenealy says that 
when a new planting is planned, he 
sends a form letter to all persons af- 
fected and asks for an opportunity 
to meet with them to discuss plans 
and desires. 

The average appropriation per 
tree in lower Merion township was 
about 25 cents when the commis- 
sion was started some years ago; 
today it is $1 per tree. The legal 
jurisdiction of the commission in- 
cludes the legal width of the road 
right of way, which is usually 10 to 
15 feet on either side of the curb. 
No attempt is made to regulate 
planting on private property — the 
commission offers advice only. If a 
homeowner wishes to plant a tree in 
the right of way, he must obtain a 
permit from the commission. 

Mr. Kenealy prefers mixed plant- 
ings to those of a single species be- 
cause they offer some resistance to 
spread of diseases and reduce insect 
problems. Also, a better landscape 
effect is obtained with a variety of 
tree shapes, fall colors and spring 
flowers.

Tree Disease Control 

The first speaker of the afternoon 
session was Dr. Marvin E. Fowler, 
chief, division of forest disease re- 
search, northeastern forest experi- 
ment station, Upper Darby, who 
presented a paper on “Some Impor- 
tant Tree Diseases and Suggestions 
for Their Control.” 

Dr. Fowler pointed out that most 
tree diseases such as the heart rots 
and many other diseases that attack 
tree roots, stems and foliage are na- 


tive; however, many of the most 
destructive diseases, such as _ the 
chestnut blight, white-pine bliste: 
rust and Dutch elm disease, have 
been introduced into this country 
from other continents. Sometimes 
a native disease suddenly becomes 
abundant in a locality and thereby 
becomes epidemic; however, the 
probability of an epidemic outbreak 
of disease is much greater with an 
introduced than with a native dis 
ease. 

Discolorations and decays cause 
greater losses in forests than any 
other types of defect, reported Dr. 
Fowler. Most of the discolorations 
and all the decays in trees are caused 
by fungi, which enter through 
wounds such as those caused by fire, 
insects, animals, branch breakage or

trunk injuries. In shade trees, arbor- 
ists are concerned with the effect 
these fungi have on the vigor and ap- 
pearance of the affected tree. 


Oak Wilt 


The introduction of Dutch elm 
disease into the United States and 
more recently that of oak wilt have 
stimulated considerable interest in 
the study of wilts. Dr. Fowler said 
that the symptoms of oak wilt are 
distinct on trees in the red oak group. 
A bronzing of leaves usually begins 
in the top of the tree and then at the 
ends of the lateral branches. The dis- 
coloration of individual leaves usual- 
ly begins at the tip and margins and 
spreads to the base of the midrib. 
Leaves droop and wilt. Severe de- 
foliation may occur, and leaves in 
all stages of development, as well as 
some entirely green leaves, fall to 
the ground. Usually the affected tree 
dies before autumn. If not, it may 
put out weak growth and some 
sucker sprouts the next spring before 
succumbing. 

Symptoms are not so distinct in 
white oaks. Often the disease is 
confined to a single branch for an 
entire season. But the disease seems 
to persist, killing additional branch- 
es from year to year until the en- 
tire tree dies. The possible masking 
of the disease in trees of the white 
oak group presents one of the most 
serious problems to those conducting 
survey and control programs. 

Research workers in Wisconsin 
found that oak wilt may spread to 
nearby trees through root grafts. 
Such root grafts could explain much 
of the local spread of oak wilt 
whereby large areas of oak are 
killed. 

The oak wilt fungus sometimes 
produces mats under the bark which 
have an odor much like that of 
spoiled apples, which seems to attract 
certain insects, some of which may 
spread the disease for a considerable 
distance. Dr. Fowler reported that 
such insects as nitidulid beetles, a 
bark beetle, ambrosia beetle and the 
2-lined chestnut borer collected from 
trees infected with oak wilt were 
found to be contaminated with the 
disease fungus. 


State Measures Vary 


Attempts by various states to con- 
trol the disease vary somewhat. In 
Pennsylvania, each infected tree is 
cut, and, if there is a probability 
that fungus mats would form, the 
bark is peeled. All surrounding oaks 
within 50 feet are also cut, and am- 
mate crystals are placed on the 
stumps. In North Carolina, the in- 
fected trees are cut, and the stumps

and felled trees are thoroughly 
sprayed with pentochlorophenol and 
benzihexachloride. 

In West Virginia, a deep girdle, 
extending into the heartwood, is 
cut in the infected tree, and the tree 
is left standing. Reports from the 
various states do not indicate any 
significant difference in the degree 
of control obtained, and Dr. Fowler 
reports that they are not entirely 
satisfied with any known control 
measure, but they feel that present 
efforts are curbing the wilt until a 
better control can be discovered. 

Although thousands of trees are 
reputed to be infected each year 
with verticillium wilt, practically 
nothing is known about how it 
spreads or how to control it. The 
situation in the northeast, said Dr. 


Fowler, is complicated by the ad- 
verse effects of drought and other 
factors that are not always clearly 
distinguished from the effects of the 
wilt. 

Canker stain is a fungus disease 
which is very common on London 
plane trees and is responsible for 
the death of hundreds of these trees 
each year. The disease is easily 
spread by pruners and saws, so that 
these should be sterilized before they 
are used on a healthy tree. 


Sweet Gum Blight 


Dr. Fowler reported that sweet 
gum blight, distinguished by defi- 
nite symptoms, was first recognized 
in 1948 in Maryland. He said that 
the earliest symptom is a coloration 
of the foliage, usually in August, that 


has the appearance of early fall col- 
oration. The next spring a number 
of buds may fail to open, and some 
others that do open produce dwarfed 
leaves. The next year the entire 
branch may be dead, and soon the 
tree is filled with dead branches and 
twigs. 

In a few years the tree is dead. 
Attempts to arrest the disease by 
pruning out affected branches and 
fertilizing trees have failed. An ex- 
ploratory study recently conducted 
near Stoneville, Miss., indicated that 
total soil-moisture stress may be the 
main cause of sweet gum blight. In 
any event, no control for this disease 
is known.

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Dr. Fowler said that the northeas 
forest experiment station’s researcl 
which included testing the various 
fungi and bacteria isolated from 
lesions and a study of the root sys- 
tems, of rooting depth and soil rela- 
tionships, of previous frost injury 
and insect defoliations, has been in- 
conclusive, and no causal relation- 
ship has been established. No defi- 
nite recommendation was given, but 
he suggested that oaks, like other 
species, should be kept in a vigorous 
condition, fed when necessary and 
watered during prolonged droughts 


Root Diseases 


Phytophthora root rot has been a 
problem for years, and, according 
to Dr. Fowler, good drainage is per- 
haps the best way to keep it out of 
ornamental plantings. 

The fungus Fomes annosus has re- 
cently killed large numbers of red 
and white pines in plantations in the 
northeast. It is felt that the infec- 
tion of stumps left in thinning, or of 
basal wounds or broken roots, may 
lead to a build-up of the fungus. Dr. 
Fowler pointed out that once the 
fungus enters the roots it may invade 
the entire root system and spread 
to any other roots that come into 
physical contact with it. 

He said that creosoting stumps 
and basal wounds has proved to be 
an effective barrier to the organism 
in Great Britain, and similar tests 
are being conducted in the north- 
east. The fungus has not yet been 
found important in natural mixed 
stands in the northeast, and it is 
suggested that the concentration of 
large numbers of a single tree spe- 
cies in plantations is possibly instru- 
mental in the creation of a severe 
root rot outbreak. A similar concen- 
tration of tree species on city streets 
may also favor disease build-up. 

Canker diseases are numerous and 
are present on both conifers and 
hardwoods. Girdling cankers_ kill 
trees and nongirdling cankers may 
lead to wind breakage or may ser- 
iously reduce growth. Dr. Fowler 
pointed out that, for the most part, 
one can eliminate cankers by cut- 
ting out infections early and steri- 
lizing the resulting wound. Dr. Vir- 
gil Moss found that concentrations 
of 150, 300 and 600 parts per mil- 
lion of Acti-dione were equally effec- 
tive in inactivating the blister rust. 
When direct penetration was inhib- 
ited by thick layers of bark and 
pitch over the surface of cankers, 
cuts were made into the cankers be- 
fore the Acti-dione was applied. 

Dr. Fowler indicated that this 
same material has been successfully 
used by Forrest Strong to inhibit the

sporulation of cedar apple galls on 
cedar, and by Donald Cation as a 
control for cherry leaf spot. This 
new antibiotic, toxic to fungi only, 
may find increasing use in the con- 
trol of shade and ornamental dis- 
eases. 
Rust Fungi 


Rust fungi cause a number of 
serious stem diseases of trees and 
induce various malformations such 
as galls, burls, swellings, cankers and 
witches’-brooms. Trunk infestations 
frequently result in the death of 
trees. Most of the rusts have an al- 
ternate stage on herbaceous plants or 
on broad-leaved trees and shrubs, 
and once their life histories are 
known, they can be controlled by 
destroying the alternate hosts. 

There is a great variety of dis- 
eases of the foliage of both conifers 
and hardwoods. Some examples are 


the needle blights of Douglas fir: 


ash leaf rust; shot hole leaf spot on 
cherry; anthracnose on sycamore 
and white oak, and many other leaf 
spots on maple, elm, tulip tree and 
horse chestnut. Dr. Fowler admitted 
that when one is called upon to con- 
trol one of the leaf spots, he has a 
problem on his hands. He further 
said that he could not wholly en- 
dorse the old standard recommenda- 
tion of practicing sanitation, and, 
while fungicidal sprays may prevent 
infection, they do not remove the 
spots that are already present. Fre- 
quently individual trees are found 
that seem to be immune to some of 
the leaf spots. Perhaps, said Dr. 
Fowler, much can be accomplished 
through the selection and propaga- 
tion of such disease-resistant indi- 
viduals. 


The next topic discussed was 
pruning practices. Dr. L. C. Chad- 


wick, department of horticulture and 


forestry, Ohio State University, 
started the discussion with a review 
of some fundamentals of pruning. 

Actually, it is difficult to distin- 
guish fundamental from practical as- 
pects. It is important that prun- 
ing be considered as a necessary 
practice to reduce breakage, to pro- 
long life and to increase the beauty 
and usefulness of a plant. The extent 
of pruning may be governed by the 
intensity of cultivation and the use 
for which the plant is intended. 

Proper plant selection can con- 
siderably reduce the amount of prun- 
ing required. Each plant should be 
selected for correct size and shape 
and for ease of maintenance. A vi- 
burnum, for example, will require 
only about one-tenth the mainte- 
nance necessary for a honeysuckle. 
Plants should also be selected on the 
basis of soil and exposure.

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they require nutrients, water, light, 
etc. The grower can modify the 
habit of growth by his care, but the 
closer a plant is maintained to its 
natural habit of growth, the better. 

One cannot go far in pruning 
without considering the anatomical 
and physiological factors associated 
with growth. If one is growing a 
plant for flowers and fruits, it is nec- 
essary to know something about 
when and where flower buds are ini- 
tiated. Too little is known at present 
about woody ornamentals. Flower- 
ing crab apples flower and fruit on 
2, 3, and 4-year wood, and, in the 
area around Columbus, O., the 
flower buds are initiated about mid- 
June. 

A knowledge of anatomical struc- 
ture will also aid in understanding 
the healing of wounds. For example, 
research has shown that callus often 
arises from the cork cambium, rather 
than from the vascular cambium. 


Environmental Factors 


Environmental factors exert con- 
siderable effect on plant growth. 
Light is necessary for photosynthesis, 
and, if it is restricted, the amount 
of food manufactured by the plant 
is cut down. Small inner branches 
of a tree often die, primarily due to 
the lack of light; therefore the dense 
canopy of peripheral foliage should 
be pruned to thin out the crown and 
allow the entrance of light. 

Pruning to cut down on trans- 
piration is particularly important at 
planting; however, the use of anti- 
desiccants has reduced the need for 
such pruning. Regarding pruning at 
planting, Marshall, in 1775, said that 
the top should be reduced according 
to the ability of the roots to supply 
nutrients. 


Pruning Effects 


Pruning actually has two appar- 
ently conflicting effects — a dwarf- 
ing effect and an invigorating effect. 
Pruning is drawfing because removal 
of wood and leaves reduces photo- 
synthesis and indirectly reduces the 
growth of the root system. It is in- 
vigorating primarily because the 
same amount of stored food is di- 
verted into fewer growing points, 
thus producing rank, vigorous 
growth. 

The extent of drawfing depends 
upon the time of year the pruning 
is done. It is most dwarfing to prune 
in the spring immediately after the 
flush of growth. Midsummer prun- 
ing is more dwarfing than fall prun- 
ing, and the least dwarfing effects 
result from February to early March 
pruning, since (in the Columbus,

that trees are a distinct and serious 
problem to any utility that con- 
structs and maintains overhead lines. 
To develop a better understanding 
of the mutual problems of utility 
companies and arborists, he dis- 
cussed the development of the elec- 
trical industry. 
Growth of Electricity 

In the past 75 years, electric en- 
ergy has grown from a laboratory 
curiosity to one of the most dominant 
forces in the world. A century ago, 
79 per cent of the total energy used 
for work was supplied by animals, 
15 per cent by human beings and 
only 6 per cent by machines. By 
1960, it is estimated that animals 
will supply only 1 per cent of the 
total work energy, humans only 3 
per cent and machines 96 per cent. 

The electric utility industry is 
young. Such household appliances 
as television sets, mixers, steam irons, 
freezers, bed covers, broilers and 
dishwashers have reached a high de- 
gree of operating efficiency and, dur- 
ing the past decade alone, have been 
introduced into American homes in 
great quantities. The huge electric 
companies were not planned; they 
just grew. Under present conditions, 
both urban and rural life cannot 
exist without a continuous and ade- 
quate flow of electric current. 

Electricity is no longer a conven- 
ience; it is a necessity. Therefore, 
when a beautiful tree interferes with 
adequate electrical service to a home 
or community or hospital, it must be 
removed. Many utility companies 
are making sincere efforts to resolve 
tree-wire conflicts, but many times 
the only answer is tree removal. 

To climax arborists’ day activities, 
E. H. Scanlon, Scanlon & Asso- 
ciates, Olmsted Falls, O., presented 
an interesting illustrated discussion, 
entitled “Sleuthing for Trees in the 
European Countries.”

lining-out stock for specific markets, 
Mr. Hoogendoorn mentioned that 
the type of lining-out stock one is 
going to sell depends upon the indivi- 
dual, what market he is after or the 
facilities he has to work with, and 
a good many times it is dictated by 
economic circumstances. 
Capital Investment Large 


A well-run lining-out stock busi- 
ness represents a large capital in- 
vestment in greenhouses, frames, 
sashes, boards and shades and a large 
expense Lo labor, to build up the 
stock to 2 and 3-year transplants. 

The size of the lining-out stock 
one wishes to sell depends on the 
market he is after or the market he 
has established for his products. 
Many nurseries sell rooted cuttings 
or banded cuttings, banded 1-year 
seedlings and bench grafts. Mr. 
Hoogendoorn can seldom sell that 
type of material to his trade; his 
customers do not have the facilities 
to plant small stock or the right 
help to grow it properly. He caters 
to the trade that wants stock that 
can be planted in the field and will 
not take long to reach salable size. 

In order to grow good lining-out 
stock, it is necessary to start with 
good soil. Mr. Hoogendoorn prefers 
to crop and manure his land at least

one year and preferably two years 
before planting the beds for lining- 
out stock. During the summer he 
cover crops with buckwheat, which 
is a 30 day crop. Two crops are put 
in during the summer, and in Sep- 
tember winter rye is planted. The 
latter is left until late the following 
spring. During the winter the rye 
is manured heavily, and in the 
spring, when it is 12 inches high 
and is still lush, it is plowed under. 


Weed Control 


Cover cropping and manuring 
have two distinct advantages. The 
system kills many weeds; weed seeds 


will sprout every time the land is 
turned over, and the cover crop will 
smother them. Humus is incorpo- 
rated into the soil, which helps to 
retain moisture in the soil when hot, 
dry weather arrives. After this land 
is plowed and harrowed, it is left 
until time to plant. Before planting, 
the ground is tilled again, about 
eight inches deep, and in this proc- 
ess another crop of weeds is killed. 
The more the soil is worked, the 
more weed-free it becomes. 

Most evergreens can be grown 
from cuttings. The ones that do not 
root readily are grafted. Mr. Hoo- 
gendoorn roots evergreens, such as

aborvitae, some varieties of 
juniper, chamaecyparis and _ box- 
wood, in the greenhouse. In late 
spring the cuttings are bedded out 
between boards and covered with 
shades. As soon as six or seven 
beds are planted, irrigation is started, 
overhead sprinklers that cover that 
much area being used. Sprinklers are 
left in one place for about eight 
hours before being moved. Mr. Hoo- 
gendoorn found that, if watering is 
accomplished while the ground is 
still loose and open, the water will 
penetrate much deeper and _ last 
longer. Next a mulch is applied, 
either peat, ground-up _ corncobs, 
sugar cane or other materials, to 
combat evaporation. 

By having a well-worked soil with 
plenty of humus, a thorough water- 
ing, mulch and shades, he found that 
there was little need to worry about 
hot, dry weather after the beds were 
planted. Sprinklers were used only 
occasionally thereafter. 

After these cuttings have been in 
the beds one season, they are 
trimmed in the spring to form a 
better plant when they go into their 
second year and to get as good and 
strong a liner as possible. 

Strong 2-Year Stock 

After they are 2 years old, all the 
evergreens from cuttings are strong 
enough to be lined out in the field, 
at which time they should be cut 
back again in order to produce a 
good plant in strong stands. When 
he has enough cutting material, Mr. 
Hoogendoorn likes to use _ large 
cuttings, which will give a stronger 
plant. Some nurserymen contend 
that it makes little difference after 
two years, but by trying large cut- 
tings and small cuttings and plant- 
ing them side by side, Mr. Hoogen- 
doorn found a decided difference in 
size by the time they were 2 years 
old. If one uses strong evergreen 
cuttings, several varieties of 2-year 
transplants will be large enough for 
mail-order trade, for canning or for 
lining out. 

Evergreen Grafts 

The same holds true for grafts. 
If strong transplanted understock 
and large scions are used, a heavier 
plant will result. Evergreens from 
grafts can be lined directly in the 
field, providing the grafts are well 
hardened off before planting. One 
should make sure the pot balls are 
thoroughly soaked before planting. 
In this way few losses should occur. 

Mr. Hoogendoorn suggested that 
growers who have unfavorable cli- 
matic conditions or soils bed the 
evergreen grafts for one year to build 
up the plant and root system before

lining out in the field. This insures a 
good stand. 

In the production of evergreen 
seedlings, he sows the seeds in a 
well-prepared bed, with the seeds 
spaced as evenly and thinly as pos- 
sible. One may not get so many 
seedlings in a bed, but stronger, well- 
developed seedlings, which are well 
filled from the base up, will be pro- 
duced. These seedlings will, of 
course, grow into better plants. 
Seedlings grown too thick make 
weak and leggy plants and naturally 
take much longer to grow into some- 
thing. Many never grow into good 
plants; that is why, in most cases, 
seedlings which have been in a bed 
for three years are of little use. They 
may be large seedlings, but the root 
is coarser and the base of the seed- 
ling is smothered. Mr. Hoogendoorn 
referred to this type of seedling as 
junk. 

Four-Year Transplant Liners 

In order to get strong 4-year 
transplant liners from _ seedlings, 
transplant 1 or 2-year seedlings into 
beds in the fall instead of waiting 
until spring. Fall planting has a 
large advantage over spring plant- 
ing; a larger, heavier liner, which 
may be used for mail-order trade, 
canning or lining out, will be pro-

duced. It is not advisable to prac- 
tice fall planting unless one has well- 
drained soil that is suitable for fall 
planting, or there is the risk of los- 
ing labor and seedlings by heaving 
of the soil during the winter. 

Seeds of broad-leaved evergreens, 
such as Rhododendron carolinia- 
num, Pieris japonica, Leucothoe cat- 
esbaei, hybrid rhododendrons and 
deciduous azaleas, are sown early in 
January in flats in the greenhouse. 
They are sown in a mixture consist- 
ing of one part sand and two parts 
peat moss, with a thin layer of rot- 
ted manure in the bottom of the 
flat. Manure supplies nutrients and 
helps to retain the color of the seed- 
lings during the late spring. 

These seedlings are spotted in out- 
door frames sometime during June. 


The beds are well prepared with peat 
moss, rotted manure and loam. The 
seedlings are spotted out for one year 
close together, 134x134 inches, to 
build them up. After one year they 
are picked up and transplanted again 
in a well-prepared bed for two years, 
about 6x6 incher, producing a 
heavy 3-year-old twice-transplanted 
liner, which can be used for mail- 
order trade, canning or lining out. 
Pieris japonica must be rooted from 
cuttings to perpetuate the variety. 
Azalea Production 
Japanese varieties of azalea, such 
as Hinodegiri, Hino-crimson and 
amoena, and kaempferi hybrids are 
grown from cuttings. After they are 
rooted, they are flatted up for the 
winter in peat moss, sand and ma-

The bed is 
then ready for azalea cuttings. These 
cuttings are planted about 8x8 
inches, so they can stay for two 
After two years, plants Six 
to eight inches and eight to 10 in- 
ches are produced, which makes 
heavy liners to be put in the field, 
or they can be sold to roadside mar- 
kets and garden shops.

Special Items 


Grafted Japanese maples, beeches, 
exochordas and viburnums are also 
bedded out for two years, after which 
most of them run 12 to 18 inches, 
making excellent liners. Many are 
sold for mail-order trade and for 
canning and to roadside markets and 
garden shops. 

Mr. Hoogendoorn also grows many 
cotoneasters as 2-year transplants 
one year in the seedbeds and one 
year in the field. This makes a heavy 
liner and also good stock for canning 
and mail-order trade. All cotoneas- 
ters are grown from seeds, as he pre- 
fers seedlings to cuttings. Seedlings 
have much better root systems, he 
believes. 

Viburnum carlesi 2-year seedlings 
are bedded or lined out for one or 
two years, depending on the size of 
the seedlings. Here again heavy 
liners will be produced, which will 
make up into 18 to 24-inch plants 
in short order or can be used for 
mail-order trade or canning. A group 
of shrubs is grown, such as forsythia 


and weigela, which he prefers to 
grow from softwood cuttings. A 
solid stand in the plantings and 


heavier liners are produced, suitable 
for mail order. 

Mr. Hoogendoorn does not do 
any canning, but he has purchased 
1.000 cans for some experimental 
work. He declared that some nurs- 
erymen would not agree with his 
suggestion of using heavy liners for 
canning, but there are two schools 
of thought. Some think that it is 
best to start with a rooted cutting 
or small seedling in a can, while 
others think that a well-advanced 
liner is better. No doubt by the time 
more is learned, both methods will 
be used, depending on the item to 
be canned.

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nine of nursery stock comes more to 
the fore, they must look for the most 
suitable material to grow. Mr. Hoo- 
eendoorn does not believe in just 
placing anything in a can. The stress 
has been on having good-looking, 
well-painted cans that appeal to the 
public. He believes an appealing 
plant should be in the can, also. 
People do not buy any plant just 
because it is in a well-painted can. 
Both plant and can must be desir- 
able. All this buying of nursery stock 
in cans is impulse buying; the better 
the plant looks, the better it sells. 

All other industries come out with 
bigger and better products each year: 
therefore, nurserymen have to try 
to come out with newer and more 
appealing plant materials to hold the 
interest of the gardening-minded 
public. For instance, today people 
are color conscious. Mr. Hoogen- 
doorn has become interested in 
shrubs with colorful foliage in the 
past few years. Some of these are 
Philadelphus aurea, with good yellow 


foliage: Cornus elegantissima, with 
good silver variegated foliage: Rhus 
cotinus Royal Purple, with dark 


purple-reddish color; the better va- 
rieties of Japanese maples; cut- 
leaved Japanese maples, with both 
red and green foliage: variegated 
English holly (hardy strains), and 
pigmy barberry, with light red foli- 
age. 

These are all good items to offer in 
roadside markets or garden shops in 
August and early September. They 
make a wonderful display. 


Althaeas Tried 


Mr. Hoogendoorn has started to 
grow some of the better althaeas, 
with canning in mind. They move 
slowly in the spring, as they do not 
break until late and people think they 
are dead. Althaeas cannot be dug 
during the time they are in bloom, as 
they will not stand up, even balled 
and burlapped, but they can be dis- 
played in cans in full bloom and at 
their best. He also grows hardy blue 
hydrangeas with canning in mind. 

Vitex macrophylla is another 
shrub with clean foliage and large 
blue spikes which blooms on the new 
wood in August and cannot be 
moved, but is ideal to display in a 
can. 

Hydrangea petiolaris is one of the 
best in vines, but is rather ticklish 
to handle bare root when it becomes 
a salable size. Mr. Hoogendoorn feels 
that the answer to this problem is 
the can. 

Every time another plant is added 
to a list, one has first to evaluate its 
merits, asking himself, “Does it pay 
me to grow this particular plant?

Trade Expansion Factors 


The next talk on the program was 
a round-table workshop, with a dis.

Nursery Co., Springfield, O. The 
panel members were Harley Bratton, 
Slemmons Gardens Nurseries, 
Worthington, O.; David Dugan, Dv.- 
gan Nursery, Perry, O.; David R 
Metzger, Terrace Gardens Co.. 
Youngstown, O., and John D. Sie. 
benthaler, the Siebenthaler Co., Day- 
ton, O. 

Representing northeastern Ohio 
and particularly Lake county, Mr 
Dugan reported that the nursery in- 
dustry in Lake county is 100 years 
old. The problems influencing nurs- 
ery expansion there are super high- 
ways and industrial expansion and, 
of course, population and housing 
expansion. In 1920 there were 2,000 
acres of land in Lake county devoted 
to nurseries; in 1958 there are 3,000 
acres. In 1920 there were 50 to 60 
growers or operators of nurseries; 
in 1958 there are 200. By 1960, it is 
predicted, there will be only 7,000 
acres of land available for all types 
of agriculture in the area. 

Some long-range planning includes 
a determination of the future pop- 
ulation of the county and the amount 
and size of future highways. Avail- 
able land is selling at $500 to $1,000 
per acre for all types of land, much 
of it not suitable for nurseries. Dairy 
farms are the only possible future 
sites of nursery land. 

What are the reasons for staying 
in Lake county? The suitable weath- 
er is the prime reason. Until taxes, 
industry and population grow too 
large, the nursery industry will re- 
main in the county.

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loss down. Through training pro- 
grams it was found that about 40 
per cent of help is untrainable. The 
laborer does not want responsibility, 
and he must be told what to do and 
when to do it. Skilled help pays off, 
even though it may cost more. 
Supervisors should be paid more. as 
they are instrumental in planning 
and organizing work schedules. 

The last speaker, Mr. Siebenthal- 
er, contended that there is no pre- 
ordained reason for a nursery’s locat- 
ing in a particular area. The rea- 
sons are usually made afterwards. 
He believes weather is a factor only 
for specific crops. 

He advised nurserymen to look 
for the land’s potential value before 
buying. One should buy land which 
is cheap but which will eventually 
bring a profit on resale, usually 30 
years after. One should consider 
market location, availability of wa- 
ter, fertility and topography. 

Many nurseries rely on foreign 
laborers. He depends on well-organ- 
ized white men, who are or can be 
educated. It is advisable to supply 
clean and pleasant working condi- 
tions, he feels. Permanent help can 
participate in a profit-sharing plan. 

He believes that the type of soil 
and water supply influences produc- 
tion and production methods. 

In the questions following the dis- 
cussion, it was asked if it is important 
for a wholesale nursery to locate on 
a main highway? It was answered 
that it is not a necessity to be on a 
main highway, but the nursery 
should be near some road. It was 
admitted that there may be some 
advantage in being on a main high- 
way. 


MILWAUKEE NURSERY FIRE

CALIFORNIA ARBORISTS 


Max Leonard, San Mateo county 
commissioner of agriculture, was 
host, and David Rayner. Santa Clara 
county commissioner of agriculture, 
was principal speaker at the January 
15 meeting of the California Arbor- 
ists Association. The meeting was 
held in the offices of the San Mateo 
county commissioner, and, for the 
first time in the history of the organi- 
zation, the quarters were almost too 
small for the group that attended. 
New officers were installed. 

In his introductory remarks on 
spravs and spraying, Mr. Rayner 
briefly discussed some of the newer 
materials available to spray oper- 
ators. He commented, too, on the 
increasing problem of resistance of 
certain pests to some of the newe 
pesticides, remarking that, before the 
advent of DDT, the difficulty of re- 
sistance was unknown. 

He expressed the opinion that 
some of the apparent resistance 
might be due to faulty spray meth- 
ods, noting that modern equipment 
may sometimes move through or- 
chards or fields too fast to afford an 
adequate quantity or coverage of 
spray. He mentioned the need for 
following carefully the manufactur- 
er’s directions. He then announced 
the 1958 spray schedule adopted by 
his office, calling attention to chang- 
es in recommendations for each of 
the tree and ornamental crops ex- 
tensively grown in the county. He 
also gave a list of some of the more 
promising new pesticides. 

The new officers, as announced 
last month. were installed by Max 
Leonard, who called himself the 
grandfather of the association. He 
commended both the incoming and 
outgoing officers on their work. Pres- 
ident Silvester Evans announced the 
appointment of John Davis, Davis 
Tree Service, Menlo Park, as chair- 
man of the program committee for 
the coming year and asked him to 
select the two other members of the 
committee.

proximately 400,000,000 gallons are 
used in the northern metropolitan 
area a day, said Mr. Hardman. In 
the next 15 years, 100,000,000 more 
gallons a day will be required, he 
added. To build reservoirs takes a 
minimum of five years. The water 
problem, he related, is not just a 
matter of supply, but also of distribu- 
tion, 

The state is trying to avoid the 
mining of water as is done in such 
states as Arizona. It is necessary, he 
said, to be careful of depleting wells 
along the coast, as they will back 
up with salt water. This has not 
happened yet, he added, but it is a 
possibility. 

It has been difficult to acquire 
reservoir sites in northern New Jer- 
sey, related Mr. Hardman. There- 
fore, the state has already acquired 
land for reservoir sites in the south- 
ern part of the state, in case reser- 
voirs will be needed in the future. 

In reporting for the preferred 
taxus committee Friday morning, 
January 24, Albert Flemer, F & F 
Nurseries, Holmdel, related that 54 
varieties of Japanese were 
planted at the university horticul- 
tural farms at New Brunswick four 
years ago. These were planted in 
blocks of three, with one specimen 
being sheared heavily, one pruned 
lightly and the third not sheared at 
all. This summer, he said, duplica- 
tions and poorer varieties will be 
ruled out. Mr. Flemer reviewed a 
number of the plantings where no- 
ticeable results were obtained. 

In his report as president, Mr. de 
Wilde said he believed a small nurs- 
ery should be established with rotat- 
ing contributions of plant material 
being supplied for research work 
and teaching at Rutgers University. 
A committee could be formed to dis- 
pose of any surplus stock. The asso- 
ciation has kept its eye on legislative 
matters and opposed a bill to pro- 
hibit Sunday sales.

of the most frequent questions asked 
of him about his garden center busi- 
ness. The best days for business are 
Saturday and Sunday. The worst 
days are Thursday first and then 
Friday. During the busy season the 
regular employees work from 9 a. m. 
until 8 p. m. on weekdays, and until 
5:30 p. m. on Saturday and Sunday. 
Also from December | until the day 
before Christmas the garden center 
stays open late. A staff of six to 15 
persons works in the garden center 
and each person is given one day off 
a week. During the busy season, 55 
to 60 hours a week are worked by 
employees, while 40 hours a week 
are worked at other times. 

Between 40 and 45 per cent of 
sales are in nursery stock, related 
Mr. Siebenthaler, and this has crept 
down 2 or 3 per cent in the past 
year, which has been a cause for 
concern, he said. Ten per cent of 
sales are in gifts and flower and grass 
seeds, and 45 per cent in dry goods 
items and foliage plants. Deliveries 
are made daily in a van and pickup 
truck. A minimum purchase of $5 is 
required before delivery can be 
made. 

Several types of display are em- 
ployed. Shadow boxes on walls, 
shelves along windows, tables out- 
doors for perennials and potted ma- 
treials and concrete beds for heeling 
in plants. Everything, he added, is 
labeled with the price. 

A little under 15 per cent of the 
business is on a charge account basis. 
This type of business is not encour- 
aged, he added. However, he said, 
only 2/10 of 1 per cent of sales is 
lost through the charge business. 


Special Sales 


Special sales are not used any 
more than is necessary, said Mr. 
Siebenthaler. When they are em- 
ployed, they should not be used to 
dispose of inferior stock. Good profit 
makers in the garden center are the 
nursery stock and foliage plants. 
Mr. Siebenthaler related that the 
company sells grass seeds and ferti- 
lizer under its own name and out- 
sells nationally advertised brands 
5 to 1. The grass seed is put up in a 
red-and-white box no larger than the 
5-pound size. He told of the contest 
used to inaugurate the sale of seeds 
under the Siebenthaler name. Over 
6,000 people filled out cards to guess 
the number of seeds in an apothe- 
cary’s jar. Ten prizes were awarded, 
ranging from a power mower on 
down. A big display of grass seeds 
surrounded the jar. 

A new garden center with a re- 
duced amount of lath area is being

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nounced. Mr. Siebenthaler pointed 
out the value of covered walkways 
to facilitate shopping in inclement 
weather. Hand watering is used 
throughout, for he believes different 
plants have varied water require- 
ments. 

Bare-root roses are not sold at the 
garden center, he said, just packaged 
or potted plants. Perennials are 
packaged, and all fruit trees are 
packaged or potted. Many shrubs 
are also packaged or potted. Not too 
much is sold bare-root in the nursery. 

He related that a comparison 
statement is kept monthly with a 
yearly total. This aids greatly in 
putting one’s finger on things which 
go wrong. It shows which items are 
profitable and which are not. A stock 
control system is employed, for it is 
necessary to know what is on hand. 
A physical inventory is taken once 
a year of all plant material and hard 
goods items. This is taken the first 
two weeks after New Year’s and at 
this time all shelves are dusted and 
everything is cleaned. 

Christmas Profitable 

The Christmas business is healthy, 
he said. Over 1,500 Christmas trees 
are sold with 500 B&B trees being 
purchased. The company likes to sell 
living Christmas trees. Just a little 
flocking is done, and considerable 
Christmas decorations are _ sold, 
bringing a good profit. The Christ- 
mas displays are started three weeks 
prior to Thanksgiving on a modest 
scale and are gradually increased. 
Outdoor decorations include a man- 
ger scene, a Christmas tree with 
lighted choraliers, and a lighted 
Santa in a full-sized sled with rein- 
deer perched atop the roof. 

Mr. Siebenthaler related seven 
basic rules of selling: Have some- 
thing good to sell; maintain quan- 
tity; put a true price on things; 
make merchandise readily available 
to people who want to buy it; adver- 
tise truthfully; advertise and mer- 
chandise consistently, and advertise 
to the right people. 

The garden center operator needs 
to know how to make plants grow; 
he must have a little bit of the art- 
ist in him; he must have a feeling 
for salesmanship; he must be good 
at public relations; he must be a 
little bit of a prophet, and he must 
be &.cespected member of the com- 
munit’

Mr. Siebenthaler concluded his 
presentation with a showing of col. 
ored slides of the Siebenthaler gar. 
den center. 


Landscape Selling 

The final event of the convention 
was a panel discussion entitled, “Are 
We Missing the Boat in Landscape 
Selling?” Raymond Korbobo, exten- 
sion specialist in ornamental horti- 
culture, Rutgers University, was 
moderator, and panel members in- 
cluded Joseph Moreau, Jr., Moreau 
Landscape Service, Freehold; Ed- 
ward Wyckoff, Red Spade Nursery, 
Morristown, and Russell Bettes, 
Howe Nurseries, Pennington. 

As an introduction to the session, 
Mr. Korbobo brought out the fol- 
lowing points: Gardening is the 
greatest interest in man’s escape 
time. The hobbyist is the best source 
of word-of-mouth advertising for 
the good landscape man. Keeping 
up with the Joneses is important, be- 
cause the landscape is on public dis- 
play outside the home. No one hates 
a beautiful landscape. 

Each member of the panel was 
then given time to present success- 
ful practices employed in his nurs- 
ery to further sales in landscape 
work. Mr. Moreau mentioned the 
following points: Good local adver- 
tising—the yellow pages—is valu- 
able; advertising in programs of 
local civic and fraternal organiza- 
tions aids. One should learn how 
customers hear about one’s work. 
Selling one’s self is important. 

Some gimmicks which have proved 
effective in Mr. Moreau’s business 
are: Check on previous work for the 
customer; then ask how a certain 
plant is doing (but, he cautioned, 
be certain the plant is in good con- 
dition first). Try to use plants the 
customer particularly wants. Offer 
to come back to show the customer 
how to take care of the planting. 

Mr. Wyckoff next offered the fol- 
lowing information: Send out cards 
asking for appointments for mainte- 
nance and also for planting. Arrange 
for the appointment the day the cus- 
tomer sends the card back. Tell the 
truth, so far as is possible. Prepare 
the entire plan, even though the cus- 
tomer may only do a part each year. 
Suggest that first plantings be where 
they are most needed. Also, attempt 
to budget each year’s plantings with- 
in the financial bounds of the cus- 
tomer. To reduce costs of the job, 
reduce the size of the plant rather

Landscape Panel 


A panel discussion followed. The 
subject, “Contemporary Landscape 
Design and Plant Materials,” was 
tossed back and forth between two 
landscape architects and two nurs- 
erymen, with Bryan Taylor acting 
as moderator and landscape archi- 
tects and nurserymen in the audience 
joining in. 

Landscape architects on the panel 
were William Teufel, Seattle, and 
Cash Beardsley, of the Seattle 
park department, Seattle. Nursery- 
men on the panel were Charles 
Rohn and Adolph Krause, Krause 
Nursery, Inc., Spokane. 

Beliefs expressed included the fol- 
lowing: Two levels are more inter- 
esting than one, if properly planted; 
plan first on paper; use masonry with 
rock for interesting textures. Ground 
covers versus lawns came in for dis- 
cussion. Mr. Beardsley asked the 
panel members what they thought 
of ground covers from a maintain- 
ence point of view. It was decided 
that lawn can be kept more tidy and 
that weeding in a ground cover 
planting might equal lawn chores. 
Too often ground covers are a catch- 
all for debris. Considering lawns and 
ground covers aesthetically, however, 
the panel members agreed that 
ground covers offer greater textural 
interest.

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heathers. It is important that all of 
these be covered with straw or some 
other suitable protective matrial in 
winter. 

More varieties of ground cover can 
be grown on the west side of the Cas- 
cade mountains. Low ground covers 
suitable for this area include the 
ajugas, especially A. reptans, which 
Mr. Teufel thought was valuable 
also for its bright blue flowers; Po- 
tentilla cinerea, which is useful in 
combination with ajuga as cover 
under a small tree; Gaultheria pro- 
cumbens and G. miqueliana, which 
are useful with rhododendrons; ivy, 
which can be planted thickly for 
bank covering in shady areas, and 
creeping mint and thymus. Dichon- 
dra was generally considered as un- 
successful in this area. One nursery- 
man had success in moving Kinni- 
kinnick in blocks for faster covering. 
He suggested this method in starting 
gaultheria also. 

If higher-growing plants can be 
considered as ground covers, and the 
landscape architects present were of 
the opinion that under certain con- 
ditions they can be, one might in- 
clude in the category the smaller 
manzanitas, Ardisia japonica, Ber- 
beris verruculosa and similar plants.

Mr. Taylor commented that since 
the formation of chapters in the as- 
sociation, W. S. N. A. nurserymen 
have worked together much more 
closely and that they would like to 
work with landscape architects.

At the ban- 
quet, which was held after the cock- 
tail hour, James Faber, director of 
public relations of the World’s Fair 
Corp. made a progress report on the 
city center-World’s Fair project. 

Arboretum Reports 

Washington State Nurserymen’s 
Association business was continued 
on Friday morning, when Larry 
Krause was asked to give his report 
on the Finch Arboretum at Spokane. 
Mr. Krause stated that the maxi- 
mum number of acres under the 
present budget — 36 acres — are 
now completed and that the arbore- 
tum is ready to put its emphasis on 
programing. 

There are 600 volumes on horti- 
culture in the arboretum library and 
these are extensively consulted by 
students, members of garden and 
study groups and by nurserymen.

was opened by George W. Eade, 
chief nursery inspector, state of 
Washington. Mr. Eade stated that, 
to be of benefit to the grower, the 
wholesaler, the retailer and the pub- 
lic, the inspection service must cover 
greenhouses, bulb fields, nurseries 
and terminals at the proper time to 
detect troubles. 

Roughly, January and February 
are devoted to inspecting the more 
than 3,000,000 square feet of green- 
houses growing commercial crops in 
the state, unless some other group 
has specific troubles and asks help 
at this time. Attendance at winter 
meetings of trade associations is also 
a part of the inspection service's pro- 
cram. Since a large number of azale- 
as are shipped out of the state each 
year, there is also some work at this 
time at the terminals. 

During March, April and May. 
the inspection service must concen- 
trate on the bulb fields, since most 
bulb difficulties can only be detected 
in the growing season. During these 
early spring months, retail sales out- 
lets are checked for condition of 
stock. This is usually done in bad 
weather, when field inspection would 
be impractical. 

In June, July and August, nurser- 
ies and gladiolus, lily and dahlia 
fields are inspected and foreign ship- 
ments checked at terminals. In 1957 
at this season there were 49 foreign 
shipments from Washington, repre- 
senting 11,099 plants. During Sep- 
tember, October, November and De- 
cember, deciduous nursery — stock 
must be inspected, since this is the 
time when most of it leaves the state 
or is shipped within the state. 

Mr. Eade stated that many states 
do not follow this procedure, merely 
issuing a blanket order of inspection 
which is good for the entire year. He 
feels that better service is rendered 
everyone concerned if spot checking 
is made at the time of shipment. This 
is especially true of bulbs. Between 
inspection in the spring and ship- 
ment in August many difficulties 
might develop. Eight or nine quar- 
antines are being enforced, and this 
is a demanding project in itself. 


Shipping Data 


In 1957, Mr. Eade requested that 
terminal inspectors keep a record of 
the number of package shipments 
made during the vear. The total of 
these was 137,250. Only ¥ of 1 per 
cent of these shipments were rejected

He reminded nurserymen that 
special certificates are required for 
shipments into Canada and that a 
“sanitary certificate” is required for 
shipment to many foreign countries. 
All of these different regulations are 
are on file at his office, and any form 
required may be obtained there. Mr. 
Eade stated that his office could al- 
ways find time to help nurserymen, 
either with advice on regulations, 
both interstate and foreign, or with 
inspection of growing plants. 

He reviewed the laws regarding 
advertising passed in 1957 and the 
fair trade practice rule in regard to 
dead or dying stock. Both are good 
tools for the inspection service. Mr. 
Eade stated that recodifying of the 
agricultural laws has actually started 
in the state, although the work has 
so far concerned live stock only. 

Nurserymen should make the re- 
codifying of such agricultural laws 
as affect them their first order of 
business. Dealers’ licenses should be 
more specifically defined. Nursery- 
men’s licenses should differentiate 
among nurserymen growers, nursery- 
men dealers, grocery plant dealers,

The type of tree to be selected is 
dependent upon how much area is 
to be shaded, the size of the proper- 
ty, the growing of other plants be- 
neath the tree and its nearness to the 
house. If the tree is to be as near 
as 15 feet, then a tree with upright- 
arching branches is preferable to a 
broad or spreading type. Trees that 
might be selected for their high 
branching are the saw-toothed zel- 
kova (Zelkova serrata) ; pagoda tree

tree (Phellodendron amurense) 
yellowwood (Cladrastis lutea); se- 
lected forms of the thornless honey 
locust, such as Shade Master, Mo- 
raine, Imperial and Skyline; Japa- 
nese white pine (Pinus parviflora) 
standard apples of the right form;

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redbud; hop hornbeam (Ostrya vir- 
giniana), and flowering dogwood. 

American elm could also be cho- 
sen when Dutch elm disease and 
phloem necrosis are not problems. 
Siberian elm (Ulmus pumila) is 
really not so bad as it has been 
painted, either. 

Narrower-headed trees are also 
possibilities, but do not provide so 
much shade. Included might be Au- 
gustine Ascending elm, sugar maple, 
sourwood (Oxydendrum arboreum), 
columnar types of red, Norway and 
sugar maples, katsura tree and 
Amanogawa Oriental cherry for a 
smaller type of tree. Such clump 
growers as downy shad-blow (Ame- 
lanchier canadensis) and gray and 
river birches (Betula populifolia and 
B. nigra) may, in some instances 
(particularly if the terraces are 
small), be suitable. Awnings plus 
trees may be the answer to some 
problems, or the filtered shade of the 
fast-growing Albizzia julibrissin. 


Back-Yard Trees 


If the living area is toward the 
rear of the back yard, then the form 
may not be so important a consider- 
ation. It is still pleasant to be able 
to walk beneath the branches, rather 
than having to crawl. If lawns are 
to be kept as such, then Norway 
maple and beeches may not be ap- 
preciated. Pin oak and willow oak 
are often functional, and sweet gum 
(Liquidambar styraciflua) is valued 
by those who have used it, except 
for its messy fall fruits, which a good 
rake can remove. 

The London plane tree is another 
likely possibility, even with its 
dropping fruit and bark, because of 
its fast growth. The mottled bark 
makes an interesting winter accent, 
and turf does not object to compet- 
ing with the tree roots for soil water 
and nutrients. Ginkgo is not usually 
the most desirable of trees for the 
home grounds, because of the length 
of time it takes to create sufficient 
shade and the odd shapes it assumes. 
Of course, its relative freedom from 
insects and diseases and its interest- 
ing foliage qualify it for considera- 
tion. 

The black gum, sour gum, tupelo 
or pepperidge (Nyssa _ sylvatica), 
produces a striking red fall color. It 
has a pleasant sweep to its branches 
and creates good shade, too. Un- 
fortunately, small trees should be 
used, because older ones are difficult 
to transplant. The little-leaved lin- 
den is an excellent tree, but may 
need to be headed high to allow per- 
sons to sit or walk beneath its 
branches. High-branched specimens 
of eastern white pine (Pinus stro-

Small and Medium Trees 


Interesting small to medium-size 
trees of an arching habit, or those 
which can be easily shaped to such, 
are Japanese snowbell (Styrax ja- 
ponica), Kwanzan Oriental cherry, 
the irregular-growing tea crab apple 
(Malus hupehensis), Japanese flow- 
ering crab apple (Malus floribunda 
Scheidecker crab apple (Malus 
scheideckeri), redbud crab apple 
(Malus zumi Calocarpa), Eley crab 
apple (Malus purpurea eleyi 
Washington hawthorn (Crataegus 
phaenopyrum), saucer magnolia

Small to medium trees that do 
not have a spreading nature but

Number To Use 


It is difficult to set a rule as to 
how many shade trees should be 
used on a property. The number is 
determined by the type and size of 
the trees to be selected and their 
placement. Certainly a property of 
50x 100 feet cannot accept more than 
one large and one small tree in the 
rear, and possibly the same for the 
front. It is doubtful that one of 
the trees for the front or rear lawn 
could be a red oak, London plane 
tree or any other tree with such a 
spreading head. 

The same property could, how- 
ever, accept a little-leaved linden, 
saw-toothed zelkova or thornless 
honey locust because of their com- 
paratively upright habits. A small 
flowering tree might also be used. 
It is all a matter of good judgment 
in selection and placement. 

Clump growers or shrublike trees 
might be used in addition to the 
lawn or terrace trees when placed 
in the shrub border or toward the 
property margins. A fairly good 
rule to follow in selecting and plac- 
ing plants is that no more than 50

narily be in eventual shade. 
High-Crowned Trees 
The higher-crowned trees are use- 
ful because they screen the sun in 
the summer when its rays are more 
vertical and allow the warmth to 
come through in the winter when 
Old Sol is lower. Of course, decidu- 
ous trees perform, in effect, the same 
function. Enough lower limbs should 
be left for late afternoon summer 
protec tion if there is no shrub border 
or fence to do the job. 


Higher-branched trees near the 
house and living areas allow the 
cool breeze to float through, while 


a concentration of low branches 
tends to prevent a good circulation 
of air. This is nearly as important 
for the comfort of the family as the 
shelter it receives from the hot sun. 
The same is true when using trees 
to shield bedrooms on the west side 
of the house. The purpose of both 
plantings is not to form barriers but 
to provide comfort and beautify the 
home. 

Trees should rarely, if ever, be 
planted directly in the middle of the 
lawn, or in the center of a window 
view. Trees are best placed toward 
the sides of the property, so that they 
may frame the house and give it a 
setting that is restful. Neither should 
trees ordinarily be planted in a line. 
If the tree at the left of the house 
is forward 10 feet, then the tree at 
the right should not be placed at 
the same distance. 

One does not have to plant a flow- 
ering dogwood on the right side just 
because a flowering dogwood exists 
at the left. It is doubly important 
when two similar trees are used that 
they are not placed at exactly the 
same distance from the house. 

No home landscape is complete 
without well-placed trees. I might 
even go further and say that no 
landscape is complete when devoid 
of trees, whether it be for a school, 
roadside or office building. Trees, 
with their impression of maturity, 
are the backbone of good planning 
and planting. 

Trees on the front lawn make 
a house appear to be deeper on the 
property than it actually is. They 
present an artistic foreground that 
will attract attention to the home 
beyond. A house appears flat with- 
out them. 


Balance “Weight” of House 


If a large tree is placed at the left 
side of a house in the rear yard, then 
the large tree in front should ordi- 
narily be on the right side. This is 
determined somewhat by the 
“weight” of the house. If there is

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more house area at the left than the 
right, then the larger front tree js 
better placed where there is _ less 
house area on the right side. With 
the popularity of split-level houses, 
and 1% or 2-story houses with a 
garage attached, many modem 
homes are unequally weighted. This 
rule is outlawed, however, when the 
comfort of the family is at stake. 

Trees increase the value of the 
house for sale purposes. They not 
only increase the value, but create 
a much greater appeal to a potential 
buyer. One mature, well-placed 
shade tree on a property will often 
result in the sale of a home, even 
though there may be some deficien- 
cies that are not particularly ap. 
pealing to a buyer. I remember a 
home that had a large flowering dog. 
wood, but there were some things 
about the home that did not appeal 
to the purchaser. Because of the 
dogwood, the house was bought. A 
home completely landscaped will sell 
more readily than one on barren 
land. This fact has been proved 
many times. 

Trees create tients patterns 
and pictures. These pictures are of- 
ten projected on the lawn, the ter- 
race or the side of the house, in the 
form of shadows. Shadows are ever- 
changing pictures, and with them 
the landscape becomes doubly in- 
teresting. 


Dense Forms Difficult 


Some trees do not create much 
shade but have dense blocklike forms 
that are difficult to adapt to the 
landscape. Included are such dense- 
growing forms as pyramidal Euro- 
pean hornbeam and clipped forms 
of many types of narrow-leaved 
evergreens and slow-growing up- 
right deciduous trees.’ These plant 
forms, because of their blocklike ap- 
pearance, are not well-adapted to 
many landscapes. They attract too 
much individual attention, have no 
appealing artistic form and create 
little or no shade. They make good 
hedges or screens, but are expensive. 

The best way to decide what tree 
to use and how many trees should be 
planted can be decided only by 
showing the tree on the plan and 
then determining how much room 
it will consume. Do not minimize 
the spread nor estimate it for 70 
or more years hence. The average 
life for a home is 30 to 40 years. 
When one plans public areas, 4 
longer lifetime must be considered, 
because several generations live with 
them. 

No article can tell anyone exactly 
what tree to plant and where to

the most important single plant 
item in any landscape plan. 

Shade trees, it is repeated, should 
be planted because: (1) They en- 
hance the pleasures of outdoor liv- 
ing; (2) cool the breezes; (3) can 
protect the west side of a house from 
sun heat; (4) make the home at 
peace with its surroundings; (5) 
screen undesirable views and frame 
desirable vistas, and (6) add form, 
color, mass and texture, which no 
home landscape should be without.

The leaves are narrower and glog 
sier than those of the common buck 
thorn, and the general growth habit 
is more vigorous and spreading. The 
flowers appear in late May and ar 
an inconspicuous yellowish greeq 
The fruit is a shiny black drup 
that becomes evident in September 
and October and is eaten by a ve 
riety of songbirds. 

The younger branches are stout 
and smooth (somewhat like those of 
the cherry). Short, spinelike 
branches are in evidence and be 
come doubly noticeable when ones 
forced to plant or prune the Dahv- 
rian buckhorn. Because of the 
spiny habit, this shrub will often 
make a serviceable large hedge or 
screen — even in poor soil areas. Ii 
is a fair-size shrub of some 15t 
20 feet at maturity, but as a tree it 
may reach a height of 25 feet o 
more.

This plant may not be so we 
suited to many plantings as the com- 
mon buckthorn, which has natural. 
ized itself in the pastures and open 
woodlands of the eastern United 
States after being introduced from 
Europe. It is not so colorful nor % 
readily approved as the glossy buck: 
thorn (Rhamnus frangula), a shiny: 
leaved species that is the most ap 
pealing for landscape use. 

Where can this Dahurian, or an 
other buckthorn, be used? They ar 
suited as tubbed specimens, so that 
they can be used for interior decora- 
tion in such places as office buil¢- 
ings, where growing conditions art 
too difficult for most plants ordinar- 
ily grown outdoors. Buckthor 
plants for indoor tubs can be shape 
to some extent. As a large hedge 
summer screen it can be used 2 
rural or large urban places.

several important causes of shade 
trees’ failure to grow vigorously. Dr. 
Raymond Hirt, Syracuse, stressed 
the importance of root spread in re- 
lation to good growth. Restriction 
of root systems by heavy soil or by 
pots, cans or similar containers used 
during early growth often results in 
the formation of restrictive circular 
roots that may eventually girdle the 
trunk in part or completely.

weakened condition, and increased 
susceptibility to drought, wind dam- 
age and disease. Correct spreading 
of the roots at the time of planting 
in the nursery or permanent loca- 
tion, Dr. Hirt pointed out, is a mat- 
ter of first importance. 

Milton W. H. Heath, Heath Sur- 
vey Consultants, Wellesley, Mass.. 
gave an excellent presentation of the 
problem of injury to trees from na- 
tural gas that escapes from mains 
or pipes. Public awareness of this 
problem has increased during the 
past 20 years. Mr. Heath pointed 
out that a tree’s response to the pres- 
ence of gas includes, progressively, 
stimulation of growth, then poorer 
growth and foliage color, early leaf 


fall and eventual death. The response 
may be local or general. 


Gas Response Studies 


Arborists have studied the re- 
sponse of trees to gas and, since 1940, 
have published their observations on 
several occasions in the American 
Gas Journal; Trees magazine, and 
in the Arborists News, a publication 
of the National Shade Tree Confer- 
ence. Dr. Martin Ward, University 
of New Mexico, examined the effects 
of natural gas on soil and plants and 
in 1953 reported that he found con- 
sistently high alkalinity of soils where 
natural gas was present. The effect 
was quite localized. He also ex- 
pressed the idea that, while natural

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gas free of ethylene and similar gas- 
es may not be injurious to plant 
growth, the displacement of oxygen 
from the soil by the natural gas may 
well be sufficiently injurious to kill 
vegetation. 

Mr. Heath indicated that he finds 
the presence of natural gas in soils 
is accompanied by characteristic dry, 
hard soil conditions, low oxygen con- 
tent, a rise in soil pH to alkaline 
levels and a darkening of normal soil 
color. Field tests for methane gas 
are practical. 

Remedial measures for improved 
tree growth, after gas leakage has 
been corrected, include flooding and 
forced aeration of the soil. Aeration 
and penetration can be accelerated 
by use of soil probes and occasionally 
by removal and replacement of soil. 

For an equitable solution to the 
problem, cooperation between all 
parties concerned is required. Pres- 
ent experiments conducted by 
Health Survey Consultants in Mich- 
igan will soon be published and are 
expected to aid in clarifying the sit- 
uation. 


Prof. Albert L. Leaf, Syracuse, 
reviewed the fertilizer responses of 
forest and shade trees. Some excel- 
lent color slides aided the arborists in 
estimating fertilizer deficiencies in 
deciduous and evergreen tree types. 
Response of forest tree plantings to 
nitrogenous and complete fertilizers 
applied by acrial methods was par- 
ticularly striking. 

Annual Banquet 


The annual banquet was held Jan- 
uary 13, with all past presidents of 
the association in attendance. These 
included Kenneth Painter, Syracuse, 
first president; Frances Larmore, 
Schenectady; Dewhirst Wade, Pleas- 
antville, N. Y.; Robert Lewis, Syra- 
cuse, and Harold Severn, Vestal, re- 
tiring president. Basil Jackson, Sche- 
nectady, president elect, was toast- 
master. Certificates were awarded 
Prof. Donald Welch, plant patholo- 
gist; Prof. J. George Matthysse, en- 
tomologist, and Robert E. Lewis, 
arborist and past president. 


Dr. Charles Palm, director of re- 
search at Cornell’s college of agri- 
culture, was the main speaker. Dr. 
Palm indicated that research on the 
state’s agricultural problems is car- 
ried on in the areas where the prob- 
lems exist. There are stations at 
Riverhead and at Farmingdale, L. I. 
The latter specializes in problems of 
ornamentals. There are a fruit sta- 
tion at Poughkeepsie and a grape 
station at Fredonia, as well as the 
general experiment stations at Ithaca 
and Geneva.

tional code of nomenclature and the 
clone names are common rather than 
Latinized.

commented about them. 

Tamarix africana was shown 
raching a height of 25 feet on a 
building. The plant is feathery and 
has good texture against a stone 
wall, he said. Mr. Schmidt empha- 
ized that, with espalier plants, prun- 
ing is important and cannot be de- 
layed until tomorrow if it needs to 
be done today. Other plants shown 
m espalier were from apple trees, 
pyracantha and English ivy. 

The speaker said that many plants 
can be trained to grow on or against 
walls. Examples shown included 
Taxus hicksi, an old plant with one 
bad side removed and the rest ca- 
bled against a building; Ilex opaca, 
which had been cut from a round 
plant; Magnolia grandiflora; wistar- 
la; English ivy trained around a win- 
dow and held by weaving it in chick- 
wire, and pink dogwood, with all

the limbs cut off one side to permit 
planting directly against the wall. 

The peeling bark and stem char- 
acteristics of Hydrangea petiolaris 
are interesting in winter. Grapevines 
can be an added attraction to a ter- 
race; the leaf pattern suggests stone 
work, and fruit is given. Mr. Schmidt 
recommended 7-strand cable wire, 
tightened with a turnbuckle, for 
holding plants against a wall. One- 
half inch wire was recommended fot 
wistaria. 

White wistaria against black shut- 
ters made a striking picture. Taxus 
was shown trained around a post 
to give an effect of roping. Grass 
showed pleasingly between the stones 
of a terrace; for best results with 
grass the terrace should underdrain 


and have good topsoil below the 


stones and a mixture of sand, humus 
and manure in the cracks. 

Other ideas brought out by the 
speaker follow: Tree stems throw 
shadows, frame vistas and create dis- 
tance. Pine trees can be trained for 
shade trees by cutting off the lower 
limbs. Wistaria can be brought to 
bloom in pots by growing it in the 
field for one year and in poor soil 
in a pot for one year; the third year 
it will be solid flowers. Pyracantha 
trained on a building fruits close to 
the stem after being heavily pruned. 
Modern homes with overhanging 
roofs cause landscaping problems, 
but ilex is one plant that will grow 
in shade and can be grown against 
walls or in corners. 

Mr. Schmidt stated that plants are

He said nurserymen must app!
